A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To revise and amend certain provisions of Chapter 10 of Title 17, 
Code of Alabama 1975, so as to provide for an “absentee election man- 
ager” to fulfill the duties imposed by Chapter 10 relating to absentee 
voting. This bill makes optional the performance of these duties by the 
circuit register or clerk. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 17-10-2, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 17-10-2. The duties assigned to the clerk or register by 
this chapter shall be performed by the register if such office exists in 
the county. If there is no register in a county, such duties shall be per- 
formed by the clerk of the circuit court of the county. In each county 
there shall be an “absentee election manager” who shall fulfill the duties 
assigned by this chapter. The register of the county shall, at his option, 
be the absentee election manager. If the register declines such duties, 
the circuit clerk of the county, at his option, shall be the absentee elec- 
tion manager. If neither the register nor the circuit clerk of the county 
assumes the duties of absentee election manager, the presiding circuit 
judge shall thereupon appoint an absentee election manager, who shall 
be a person qualified by training and experience, who is a qualified 
elector of the county and who is not a candidate in the election to perform 
the duties assigned by this chapter. The presiding circuit judge shall 
designate the place or office where such duties shall be performed. Such 
place or office shall be open on the days and during the hours as that of 
the register prior to each election. Any person so appointed shall have 
all the powers, duties and responsibilities of the clerk or register for the 
purposes of this chapter, including the power to administer oaths. Such 
powers, duties and responsibilities shall terminate at the end of the day 
of the election. The absentee election manager shall be entitled to the 
same compensation for the performance of his duties as provided in 
Section 17-10-14. 


Section 2. Section 17-10-4, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 17-10-4. Such application, which shall be filed with the 
clerk or register or the person designated to serve instead of the clerk 
or register, as the absentee election manager need not be in any par- 
ticular form, but it shall contain sufficient information to identify the 
applicant as the person he claims to be. It shall include the applicant’s 
name, age, sex, address, precinct in which he last voted and the address 
to which he desires the ballot to be mailed. Any applcaint may have 
such assistance in filling out the application as he desires, but each 
application shall be manually signed by the applicant and, if he signs 
by mark, the name of the witness to his signature must be signed thereon, 
Such application may be handed by the applicant himself to the register 
or forwarded to him by United States mail. In the case of the applica- 
tion of a qualified elector who will be within the county on the date of 
the election, but unable to go to the polls on account of a physical dis- 
ability, the application, shall have attached thereto a certificate, signed 
by a licensed practicing physician of this state, certifying where the ap- 
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plicant is confined and describing his or her physical condition and 
stating that he or she will be physically unable to go to his or her polling 
place on election day. 


Section 3. Section 17-10-5, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 17-10-5. Upon receipt of the application for an absentee 
ballot, if the applicant’s name appears on the list of qualified voters in 
the election to be held or, if the voter makes an affidavit for a chal- 
lenged vote or the clerk or register the absentee election manager is 
satisfied the voter is the person he claims to be, he shall furnish the 
absentee ballot to the applicant as required in section 17-10-9. The of- 
ficial list of qualified voters herein referred to shall be furnished the 
clerk or register absentee election manager by the probate judge or other 
person preparing said list at least 21 days before the election. The 
clerk or register absentee election manager shall underscore on such 
list the name of the voter and shall write immediately beside his name 
the word “absentee.” He shall also enroll the name, residence and 
polling place of the applicant and the date the application was received 
on a list of absentee voters. The clerk or register absentee election 
manager shall each day enter on said list the names, addresses and 
polling places of each voter who has that day applied for an absentee 
ballot and shall post a copy of the list of applications received each day 
on the regular bulletin board or other public place in the county court- 
house. Such list shall be maintained in the office of the clerk or register 
for 60 days after the election, at which time it shall be destroyed. The 
clerk or register absentee election manager shall also, before the polls 
open at any election, cause to be delivered to the election officers of each 
polling place a list showing the name and address of every person whose 
name appears on the official list of qualified electors for such polling 
place who applied for an absentee ballot in the election. The name 
of every such person shall be stricken from the list of qualified electors 
kept at the polling place, and the person shall not vote again. It shall be 
necessary for each prospective absentee voter to make application for an 
acre ballot for each election in which he proposes to vote an absen- 
tee ballot. 


Section 4. Section 17-10-9, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 17-10-9. Each prospective absentee voter who meets the 
requirements of this chapter shall be furnished with the absentee ballot 
herein provided for together with an envelope for returning his marked 
ballot. Such envelope shall be addressed to the clerk, register or other 
person authorized by law to act in his stead absentee election manager 
and shall be endorsed on the left-hand upper corner thereof sub- 
stantially as follows: 


“Absent Voter’s Ballot. State, County, Municipal, General, Primary 
or Special Election (as the case may be) to be held on the

After marking the ballot and subscribing the oath or affidavit 
herein required, the voter shall seal his ballot in the envelope provided 
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and may forward it by United States mail to the addressee or may hand 
it to him in person. 


Section 5. Section 17-10-10, Code of Alabama, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 17-10-10. Upon receipit of the absentee ballot, the clerk, 
register or other person authorized to act in his stead absentee election 
manager shall endorse on the envelope over his signature the date and 
hour of its receipt by him and shall safely keep the ballot without 
breaking the seal of the envelope. On the day of the election, and during 
the time the polls are open, the clerk or register absentee election man- 
ager shall deliver the sealed envelopes containing absentee ballots to the 
election officials provided for in section 17-10-11, and such election 
officials shall open each envelope. The absentee ballots shall be counted 
and otherwise handled in all respects as if the said absentee voter were 
present and voting in person. As regards municipalities with popula- 
tions of less than 10,000, in the case of municipal elecions held at a time 
different from a primary or general election, such ballots shall be de- 
livered to the election official of the precinct of the repective voters. 


Section 6. Section 17-10-12, Code of Alabama, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 17-10-12. Not less than 21 days prior to the holding of any 
election to which this chapter pertains, the officer charged with the 
printing and distribution of the official ballots and election supplies shall 
cause to be delivered to the clerk or register absentee election manager 
of each county in which the election is held or to the person designated 
to serve in his stead a sufficient number of absentee ballots, envelopes 
and other necessary supplies. If the clerk or register absentee election 
manager is a candidate in the election, he shall immediately, upon 
receipt of such ballots, envelopes and supplies, deliver the same to the 
person authorized to act in his stead. 


Section 7. Section 17-10-13, Code of Alabama, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 17-10-13. When the clerk, register or register in chancery 
is a candidate for any office, he shall be disqualified from performing 
any of the duties imposed by this chapter with reference to the handling 
of absentee ballots. At least 30 days prior to the election, the clerk, 
register or register in chancery shall certify to the presiding circuit 
judge of the county his candidacy or that he is disqualified to serve or 
otherwise prevented from serving. The presiding circuit judge shall 
thereupon appoint a person qualified by training and experience, who 
is a qualified elector of the county and who is not a candidate in the 
election, to perform the duties of the clerk, register or register in chancery 
as prescribed in this chapter, and shall designate the place or office 
where such duties shall be performed. Such place or office shall be open 
on the days and during the hours as that of the register or register in 
chancery prior to each election.

tificates of competency, issued by the Jefferson County Board of Health, 
before any person, firm or corporation shall install, repair, clean or 
maintain any on-site waste-water disposal system; to provide the basis 
for issuing and revoking such certificates of competency; to require a 
surety bond to assure compliance with the provisions of this Act and 
the rules and regulations promulgated hereunder; to repeal all laws in 
conflict with this Act; and to provide penalties for violation of this 
Act, and certain rules and regulations.

Mr, Barron offered the following substitute to the bill, H. 502 with 
pending amendments reported by the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 4: 


To alter, rearrange, extend and fix the boundaries and limits of the 
City of Montgomery, Alabama; to provide for the assessment of ad 
valorem taxes in the property added when certain named services are 
provided; to require the County of Montgomery, Alabama, to maintain 
streets and roads in such added areas until same is assessed for ad 
valorem taxes by the City of Montgomery; to require that the provisions 
hereof shall become effective on January 1, 1980 and only upon approval 
of the electors of the County residing outside of the territory proposed 
to be annexed voting at a special referendum election held as herein- 
after provided and further only upon approval of the electors residing 
within the territory proposed to be annexed voting by three separate 
areas, as hereinafter set out in full, at a special referendum election 
held as hereinafter provided; if at the said special referendum election 
the electors of the county residing outside of the territory proposed to 
be annexed vote in favor of annexation and if the electors residing in 
any one of the said three areas proposed to be annexed vote in favor 
of annexation then as to such area and only as to such area the provi- 
sions hereof shall become effective on the said effective date, and pro- 
vided further that if the electors residing in any one of the three areas 
proposed to be annexed vote against annexation regardless of the result 
of the referendum election held in the county outside of the territory 
proposed to be annexed then the provisions hereof shall have no further 
force and effect as to such area voting against annexation; to authorize 
the City of Montgomery to pay for the expenses of the election and to 
require the Probate Judge of Montgomery County to conduct the elec- 
tion after due notice thereof as herein provided; to require the Board 
ef Registrars of Montgomery County to prepare poll lists for use at the 
election. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall be known and may be cited as “The 
Greater Montgomery Act.”

All of the above described land is located in Montgomery County, 
Alabama, 


Section 3, Any area which is located within the boundaries of the 
City of Montgomery, as set out in Section 2 above, but which was not 
a part of the City of Montgomery prior to the passage and implementa- 
tion, as herein provided, of this Act fixing and providing for boundaries 
of the City of Montgomery, shall not be subject to assessment for ad 
valorem taxation by the City of Montgomery until the said City of 
Montgomery shall make available, furnish or cause to be furnished 
through any board whose members are appointed by the City of Mont- 
gomery, to such area and the residents thereof the following municipal 
services: police protection, fire protection, garbage collection, street 
lighting, water service, sanitary sewer service and street maintenance; 
the quality of the municipal services herein enumerated shall be the 
same or equivalent to such respective services furnished to the residents 
of the City of Montgomery prior to the enactment and implementation 
of this Act and the City of Montgomery may initially provide such 
services in any extended area to those areas or neighborhoods therein 
containing a density of existing homes or commercial operations, sub- 
ject to need and the availability of funds. The city council of the City 
of Montgomery, each year when it adopts an ordinance assessing real

Section 4, Any roads or streets which are located in those areas 
which are exempted from ad valorem taxation by the City of Montgom- 
ery shall be maintained by the County of Montgomery until such time 
as aforesaid areas are assessed for City of Montgomery ad valorem 
taxation. 


Section 5. Notwithstanding the provisions of any other law, any 
redistricting of city council districts necessitated by any annexation, 
herein provided for, shall not occur until after publication of the 1980 
Decennial Federal Census. Within six (6) months after said publication 
the Mayor shall submit to the council a recommended plan for redistrict- 
ing the council districts. 


Section 6. The substantive provisions of this Act shall not be ef- 
fective until it shall have been approved at a special referendum elec- 
tion as follows: The Judge of Probate of Montgomry County shall con- 
duct the election and the Board of Registrars shall prepare and furnish 
to the Judge of Probate poll lists for use in the said election.

If a majority of the electors within either the 
area called “West Area” or the area called “City-County” vote in the 
ot aa this part of this Act as to “West Area” shall have no further 
effect. 


If both a majority of the electors residing within the area called 
“South Area” and a majority of the electors residing within the area 
called “City-County” vote in the affirmative, the area called “South 
Area” shall be annexed to the City of Montgomery on January 1, 1980, 
and as to said “South Area” the other provisions of this Act shall be in 
full force and effect on said date. If a majority of the electors within 
either the area called “South Area” or the area called “City-County” 
vote in the negative this part of this Act, as to “South Area” shall have 
no further effect. 


If both a majority of the electors residing within the area called 
“East Area” and a majority of the electors residing within the area 
called “City-County”, vote in the affirmative, the area called “East Area” 
shall be annexed to the City of Montgomery on January 1, 1980, and as 
to said “East Area” the other provisions of this Act shall be in full 
force and effect on said date. If a majority of the electors within either 
the area called “East Area” or the area called “City-County” vote in the 
uoseuve this part of this Act, as to “East Area” shall have no further 
effect. 


The Judge of Probate shall certify the results of the election, 
separately as to each group of electors of each area, as provided for 
herein, to the Secretary of State and to the Mayor and City Council of 
the City of Montgomery. The City of Montgomery may, if either “West 
Area”, “South Area” or “East Area” vote for annexation begin planning 
to provide the named municipal services for any or all areas so voting. 


Section 7, Should any section, provision or part of this Act be 
declared unconstitutional or void by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
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it shall not affect the validity of the remaining provisions or parts of 
this Act. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective, as set out hereinabove, 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming 
a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 
development of public education in Alabama and for debt service and 
capital improvements for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1979. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1979 and 
for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) 
of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 7, in- 
clusive. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this 
Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all 
programs are shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other 
than the appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. 
For the purpose of this Act, the following definitions shall be applicable: 
(a) “Capital Outlay” shall include all expenditures for the purchase of 
land, buildings, and renovations; (b) “Equipment-Other than Automo- 
tive” shall mean those items of office equipment, and other equipment 
which have an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess 
of one year; (c) “Automotive Equipment” shall mean those items of 
motor vehicle equipment only and the money appropriated therefore shall 
be expended only for such purposes. The amounts herein appropriated 
for “equipment purchases” and “automotive equipment purchases” shall 
be decreased by the amount of the sale, trade-in or exchange of the 
items of equipment purchases and automotive equipment purchases as 
described in Section 1 (b) and (c) hereof; (d) “ASETF” shall mean 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund and are hereby made for the support 
of public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 
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30, 1979 and except as may be otherwise expressly provided, the ap- 
propriations herein made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, con- 
ditions and limitations of the Budget and Financial Control Act (Article 
4, Chapter 4, Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975), the provisions of 
Act No. 494 adopted at the 1976 Regular Session, and shall be in the 
amounts hereinafter specified. 


(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Federal and Other 
Funds” and “Total” are set forth for the purpose of indicating amounts 
estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other than 
from appropriations made in subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, 
upon consideration of such other funds so estimated to be available, to 
promote the accountability for and efficient use of the funds available 
to and hereby appropriated by the legislature, it being the intention 
hereof to make appropriations only from the funds referred to in subsec- 
tion (a) of this Section 2. 


Provided, that if, at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period which

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the ex- 
penditure of such funds, shall be used for providing a minimum term 
and for the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools 
of the State. Provided further, that in no case shall a term of less than 
nine months in tax districts be approved, except that the State Board of 
Education, upon the recommendation of the State Superintendent of 
Education shall be authorized to make full allotments of funds to any 
school system for the time actually taught, if in the judgement of the 
State Superintendent of Education and the State Board of Education 
unusual conditions beyond the control of the local Board of Education 
in any school are such as to prevent the operation of that school for the 
required nine months minimum term; provided further, that the amount 
herein appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund shall include all 
monies earmarked for public school teachers’ salaries as provided in the 
Income Tax amendment ratified on the 26th day of August, 1947. The 
Minimum Program Fund shall also include any other appropriations of 
funds either State or Federal, which may be designated by the Legis- 
lature as a part of the Minimum Program Fund. 


(bb) Of the total teacher units provided for exceptional children, 
twenty-five (25) may be used in early education programs for excep- 
tional children and twenty-five (25) may be used in regional multi-sys- 
tems, and/or state-wide programs for exceptional children. In addition 
to the regular units allocated in the Minimum Program, the same num- 
ber of teacher units as provided for the school year 1977-78, six hundred 
fifty (650) are provided for the reduction of the class size in grades 1-6. 
The Alabama Education Study Commission and the State Department 
of Education shall have the authority to insure that the intent of the 
Legislature is implemented. 


All special education units other than the early childhood and 
multi-system units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 
1-6 shall be allocated to local school systems on the basis of enroliment. 
Units earned by a system on this basis which are not used by such sys- 
tem may not be reallocated to other systems except those units neces- 
sary to guarantee school systems not less than the number of units 
allocated to them during the 1977-78 school year. In addition to the 
three thousand two hundred fifty (3,250) special units now provided 
through the minimum program, there is hereby provided the sum of 25 
million, five hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($25,550,000) to be used 
in the area of special education. The funds to provide for this program 
are included under the programmatic appropriations of Section 20 
(aa) Minimum Program and the wording in this section (bb) is for 
explanation purposes only and is not intended to be construed to be'a 
second funding. Of the $25,550,000 for Special Education, $1,037,733 
shall be earmarked for Vocational Education for the Handicapped to 
meet matching requirements of Federal legislation (P.L. 94-482). The 
remaining funds of this category shall be allocated by the State Board 
of Education on a formula developed by the State Superintendent of 
Education and his staff. Each local board of education shall submit a 
proposal to the State Superintendent of Education for the use of funds 
allocated to its system which must be approved by the State Super- 
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intendent of Education before such funds are disbursed. The proposals 
may include, but are not limited to, any or all of the following: (1) 
Additional teachers, (2) Teacher Aides, (3) Materials, supplies and 
instructional equipment, (4) Modifications and renovations of buildings 
(including eliminations of architectural barriers). 


Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be de- 
termined by the State Superintendent of Education. Also, none of the 
teacher unit positions may be filled by teachers not certified as qualified 
Special Education teachers. 


The State Superintendent, through his staff, shall monitor programs 
to assure that the purposes for which these funds are provided are carried 
out on the approved plan. 


In addition to the above appropriation to exceptional children there 
is hereby appropriated $5,000,000 which is conditional upon the condition 
of the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund and upon approval of the 

overnor. 


Three hundred eighty (380) additional kindergarten units are here- 
with provided for the phasing in of the kindergarten programs during 
the specified fiscal year and shall be dispersed with the kindergarten 
teacher units being at least equal to the amount received by the re- 
spective local school boards during the preceeding fiscal year. In addi- 
tion thereto, all local school boards shall receive all kindergarten teacher 
units now supplied by federal funds if these programs continue to be 
federally funded, 


(cc) Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for 
grades K-6 and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for grades 
7-12 is herein above appropriated to the State Board of Education for all 
teachers employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III and Title IV teachers 
and ESAA teachers) and shall be allocated to each county and city board 
of education for the purchase of instructional supplies, materials, and 
equipment, excluding furniture and fixtures. From the funds provided 
herein above, each local county and city board of education shall al- 
locate to the schools in their respective systems an amount based on 
$250 or $300 for each teacher unit assigned to each school. With each 
faculty member being given an opportunity for input, the faculty and 
principal shall cooperatively develop a budget for instructional supplies 
and materials and, by majority vote, approve a budget for the school. 
At least one-half of this amount shall be available for each teacher for 
materials and supplies for that teacher’s students; provided, however, 
any teacher may sign a waiver releasing said funds for joint purchases 
within the school. No board of education shall withhold from any 
school any funds to which they are entitled under the provisions of this 
Act. Based on this budget, the faculty shall submit to the superin- 
tendent the amount to be allotted to each teacher to be spent for agreed 
upon items and other amounts to be used for the common good of all 
for the operation of the instructional program within the school. The 
local school board shall issue requisitions for purchases from these funds 
and shall issue purchase orders and handle all financial transactions in 
compliance with this section. It is the intent of the legislature that no 
fees shall be collected in the future in courses required for graduation. 
In courses not required for graduation, local schools boards may set rea- 
sonable fees for courses requiring laboratory and shop materials and 
equipment; provided, however, such fees shall be waived for students 
who cannot afford to pay the fees. Any funds collected in fees shall be 
spent on the course for which the fee was levied. This section shall not 
be construed to prohibit community groups or clubs from fund raising 
activities; provided, however, that students shall not be required to 
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participate in such fund raising activities. Any funds provided herein 
not expended during the fiscal year shall revert to the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund. 


(dd) It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the local 
school system under the Minimum program Fund calculation one (1) 
extra unit or fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate of 
fifteen (15) units or fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Program 
Fund calculation on regular units. The local school system shall assign 
to each school within the system at least the number of teacher units 
earned by that school using the Minimum Program Fund calculation 
and the additional units earned through the one (1) to fifteen (15) ratio 
as set forth herein. No school system may reduce the amount of money 
expended from local funds for teachers during the school year 1977-78 
except in instances where all schools within the system are accredited or 
have met every requirement of accreditation with respect to teacher/ 
pupil ratios or that where there has been a decrease in school population 
to justify such reduction. The local school system shall furnish the 
State Department of Education and the Education Study Commission 
such information as may be necessary to determine that the provisions 
of this section have been implemented. These agencies shall jointly re- 
port to the State Board of Education the implementation of the above 
provisions by December 31, 1978 and to the Legislature by the first legis- 
lative day of the next regular session. 


(ee) The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program 
Fund provides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per teacher unit 
for each teacher employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III and Title IV 
teachers and ESAA teachers) to be granted upon request of the teacher 
and administered by the State Board of Education and by local school 
boards under procedures governing sick leave for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1979. 


(ff) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Pro- 
gram, there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven 
dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, administrative, 
or supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, Vocational 
Education Program and any other units paid from State or local funds to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance. No portion of the funds 
herein appropriated for employee hospital-medical insurance may be 
used to pay premiums for any group insurance policy that is available 
only to members of any private organization. 


Provided, further, that any professional employee eligible for hos- 
pital-medical assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits 
because of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other 
than those selected under this Act, be protected from such coordination 
of benefits to the extent provided by regulation No. 56 of Alabama 
Department of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified pro- 
fessional employees in the amount set forth in this appropriation and 
such insurance coverage not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 


The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating professional em- 
ployees selecting the plan (s) and the carrier (s) of the hospital-medical 
insurance in that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall 
revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(gg) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum 
Program there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty- 
seven dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per fulltime support 
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person (defined in subsection ii) employed by any local board of educa- 
tion or by any school under the local board’s jurisdiction to provide 
hospital-medical insurance assistance, provided however that only 
adult school bus drivers are included and coverage is not included for 
student school bus drivers. 


Provided, further, that any employee eligible for hospital-medical 
assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits because of 
their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other than 
those selected under this Act, be protected from such coordination of 
benefits to the extent provided by regulation No. 56 of Alabama De- 
partment of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to pro- 
vide hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified employees 
in the amount set forth in this appropriation and such insurance cover- 
age not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 


The funds hereinabovve shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating support personnel 
selecting the plan (s) and the carrier (s) of the hospital-medical in- 
surance in that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall revert 
to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(hh) In allocating the funds in sub-section (a) the State Board of 
Education shall allot as follows: 


The amount necessary for the payment of Board of Adjustment 
awards in accordance with the Minimum Program statutes and regu- 
lations. 


For “Other Current Expenses” a sum not to exceed $2,204.75 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Principal Supplement the sum shall not exceed $100.00 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Capital Improvements the sum shall not exceed $64.87 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


Sick leave days shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 per 
day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the schedule 
set out hereinabove. 


The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed the 
sum of $38,066,490.00. 


The appropriation hereinabove set out for the fiscal year 1978-79 is 
based on 31,736 teacher units. 


It is provided in the event there are more than 31,736 earned teacher 
units for the fiscal year 1978-79, then such amounts as are necessary to 
pay for these excess teacher units is hereby appropriated. 


It is further provided that in the event that there be less earned 
teacher units than those set out above than the amount that would 
have been necessary to pay for these earned teacher units shall not be 
allotted or paid. The appropriations hereinabove made for maintenance 
is to be allocated for repairs and renovation of the various school systems 
based on an earned teacher unit basis. 


(ii) It_is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made 
the State Board of Education shall provide beginning with the fiscal year 
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ending September 30, 1979, that in addition to all salary now received and 
all local increments due, all teachers under the Minimum Program shall 
receive salary increases as follows: 


Teachers holding Rank “AA” certificates not less than one thousand 
three hundred sixty dollars ($1,360) per annum; Rank I teachers not less 
than one thousand two hundred forty-five dollars ($1,245) per annum; 
Rank II teachers not less than one thousand one hundred thirty dollars 
($1,130) per annum; Rank III teachers not less than one thousand fifteen 
dollars ($1,015) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less than nine hundred 
dollars ($900) per annum. These increases are for teachers with one 
hundred eighty-day contracts. Additional pro rata salary increases shall 
be granted for teachers whose contracts extend beyond one hundred 
eighty days. All teachers employed from funds other than the Minimum 
Program shall receive equal compensation based upon the rank of certi- 
ficate. Any county or city board of education failing to comply herewith 
shall not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program, 


In addition to all salary now received and all local increments due 
for the 1978-79 school year, all full-time employees of city and county 
boards of education and all full-time employees in the school under their 
jurisdiction with the exception of those persons listed on the official 
Teachers’ Institute List shall receive a salary increase of not less than 
five hundred dollars ($500) per annum for nine months employment. 


Personnel employed for more than nine months shall receive ad- 
ditional pro rata increases. Full-time support personnel shall be defined 
as those support personnel working at least six hours per day. Those 
support personnel working less than six hours per day shall receive pro 
rata increases based on the number of hours worked per day. All adult 
school bus drivers shall receive a salary increase of not less than five 
hundred dollars ($500) per annum and all student school bus drivers 
shall receive a salary increase of not less than three hundred dollars 
($300) per annum and any county or city board of education failing to 
comply herewith shall not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program 

und. 


Each local board of education shall have the following options as to 
how the salary increases shall be distributed: 


1) Across the currently used pay periods for the school year or 
2) Across the summer months payable in equal installments. 


(jj) The $800,000 appropriated in Section 20 (aa) is to provide sick 
leave for support personnel in accordance with Act No. 208, 1977 Regular 
Session of the Alabama Legislature.

Also each certificated employee shall be allowed two hundred forty- 
seven dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) to provide hospital-medical 
insurance assistance. A majority of the participating professional em- 
ployees shall select the plan(s) and the carrier(s) of the hospital-medical 
insurance.

SENATE MESSAGE 


Mr. Manley offered the motion that the House non-concur in the 
Senate amendments to the bills, H. 400, H. 401, H. 402 and H. 403, said 
Senate amendment to the bill, H, 400, being as follows, and requested 
a Committee on Conference on the disagreemnt of the two Houses to the 
bill, H. 400: 


Amend House Bill 400, page 4, lines 10-14 by restoring the words that 
are deleted to read “. .. but excluding for this purpose any assessment of 
property added to the tax rolls of such county for the tax year in which 
such certification is made that was not included on the tax rolls for the 
next preceding tax year.” 


Amend House Bill 400, page 4 by adding a new subsection (1) to 
read as follows: 


“(1) In addition to all other taxes levied each county may levy two 
mills of ad valorem tax to pay reappraisal costs. This levy shall be re- 
moved at such time as the debt is retired.” 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing an amendment to further amend Article XI, Section 217, 
of the Constitution of Alabarma 1901 relative to ad valorem taxation; 
further providing for the assessment of taxable property and the levy 
of such tax. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to Article XI, Section 217, of 
the Constitution of Alabama 1901, as amended, is proposed, to become 
valid as a part of the Constitution when approved by a majority of the 
qualified electors voting thereon and upon proclamation by the Gov- 
ernor: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


Section 217, (a) All taxable property within this state, not exempt 
by law, shall be divided into the following classes for the purposes of ad 
valorem taxation: 


Class I, All property of utilities used in the business of such utili- 
ties, 


Class II. All property not otherwise classified, 
Class III. All agricultural, forest and residential property. 


(b) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the state, all taxable 
property shall be forever taxed at the same rate, and such property shall 
be assessed for ad valorem tax purposes according to the classes thereof 
as herein defined at the following ratios of assessed value to the fair and 
reasonable market value of such property. 


Class I. 30 per centum 
Class II. 25 per centum 
Class ITI. 15 per centum 


(c) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by counties, municipal- 
ities or other taxing authority, all taxable property shall be forever 
taxed at the same rate, and such property shall be assessed for ad 
valorem tax purposes according to the classes of property defined in 
paragraph (a) herein and at the same ratios of assessed value to the 
fair and reasonable market value thereof as fixed in paragraph (b) 
herein, provided however, that the legislature may vary the ratio of 
assessed value to the fair and reasonable market value as to any class 
of property as defined in paragraph (b) herein, and, without limiting 
the foregoing, provided further, that the legislature may fix a uniform 
ratio of assessment of all property within a county defined in paragraph 
(a) herein as Class II and Class HI and may fix a different ratio of 
assessment for property defined in paragraph (a) as Class I. Such ratios 
as herein authorized may vary among counties so long as each such 
ratio within each class is uniform within a county. Such ratios previously 
fixed by act of the legislature under constitutional authority shall re- 
main in full force and effect until changed by further legislative action. 


No class of property shall have a ratio of assessed value to fair and 
reasonable market value of less than 15 10 per centum nor more than 35 
per centum. 
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(d) With respect to the assessment of taxable property, the fair 
and reasonable market value of such property shall mot be based on a 
speculative prospective value which the property might have if it were 
put to some other possible use, or handled in some other manner other 
than its use or, the manner of its handling, at the time of the assess- 
ment and the use to which the property is being put at the time of the 
assessment shall be conclusively presumed to be its highest and best 
use. However, when and if such property assessed at its current use is 
changed to a use which results in a higher assessed value, then the 
legislature may provide for a retroactive tax levy, which shall not apply 
for more than the immediately preceding 5 years, based upon the higher 
assessed value to which the property use has been chan ged. 


(d) (e) (1). A county, municipality, or other taxing authority may 
decrease any ad valorem tax rate at any time, by the adoption of a 
resolution or ordinance by the authority, provided such decrease shall 
not jeopardize the payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by such 
tax. When the tax assessor of each county shall complete the assembly 
of the assessment book for his county for the first ad valorem tax year 
immediately following the adoption of this amendment and the computa- 
tion of ad valorem taxes that will be paid upon such assessment, in 
which reappraised property values are used in computing ad valorem 
taxes for that county, he shall compute the total ad valorem taxes that 
will be paid taking into account new values established by reappraisal 
and the new assessment ratios established pursuant to this constitutional 
amendment, and he shall certify to each authority within his county 
that levies an ad valorem tax the amount of ad valorem tax that will 
be produced by every levy in that year but excluding for this purpose 
any assessment of property added to the tax rolls of such county for 
the tax year in which such certification is made that was not included 
on the tax rolls for the next preceding tax year. If it shall appear that 
the estimated ad valorem tax receipts from any levy so estimated shall 
be less than the receipts from the same levy during the next exceed, 
by more than 20 percent, the total of the receipts from th same levy 
during the ad valorem tax year immediately preceding a reappraisal, 
then the levying authority shall increase decrease each tax rate by such 
millage as is necessary to produce revenue that is not less than and 
that is substantially equal to that does not exceed by more than 20 
percent the revenue received during such immediately preceding tax 
year, It is further provided that any and all millage adjustments shall 
be made in increments of not less than % mill. The adjustment herein 
required shall be made only one time and shall be made in the ad 
valorem tax year immediately following the adoption of this amend- 
ment by each taxing authority so as to make the adjustment effective 
for the first ad valorem tax year in which reappraised property values 
are used in computing ad valorem taxes for that county. If reappraised 
property values have already been used in determining ad valorem 
taxes in a county for an ad valorem tax year that ended prior to the ef- 
fective date hereof, such adjustment shall not be made retroactive but 
shall be computed so that the estimated ad valorem tax receipts from 
each levy for the first ad valorem tax year commencing after the 
adoption of this constitutional amendment shall not exceed, by more 
than twenty percent, the total of the receipts from the same levy during 
the ad valorem tax year immediately preceding the year in which re- 
appraised property values were used in computing ad valorem taxes for 
that county. Such adjustment shall also be made upon the completion 
of any future reappraisal required by law. The provisions of this sub- 
section (e) shall not apply to the ad valorem taxes levied by the state. 


(e) (2) After the tax assessor of each county shall have certified 
to each authority within his county that levied an ad valorem tax the 
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amount of ad valorem tax that will be produced by each levy in that 
year, as is provided for in the immediately preceding paragraph hereof, 
if it shall appear that the estimated ad valorem tax receipts from any 
levy so estimated shall be less than the receipts from the same levy 
during the next preceding ad valorem tax year, then the levying au- 
thority may increase each tax rate by such millage as is necessary to 
produce revenue that is not less than and that is substantially equal to 
that revenue received during such immediately preceding tax year. The 
millage increase permitted under this subsection (e) (2) of Section 1 
hereof may be made only one time and may be made only in the first 
ad valorem tax year to which subsection (e) (1) of this Section 1 of 
this constitutional amendment applies. 


(e) (f) Any county, municipality, or other taxing authority may 
increase the rate at which ad valorem taxes are levied above the limit 
now provided in the Constitution rates in effect upon the adoption of 
this constitutional amendment, as adjusted pursuant to subsection (e) 
hereof, provided that the proposed increase shall have been (1) proposed 
by the authority having power to levy the tax after a public hearing on 
such proposal, (2) thereafter approved by an act of the legislature, and 
(3) subsequently approved by a majority vote of the qualified electors 
of the aree in which the tax is to be levied or increased who vote on the 
proposal, 


(f) (g) The legislature is authorized to enact legislation to imple- 
ment the provisions of this amendment, and may provide for exemptions 
from taxation; provided, however, that any statutory exemption existing 
prior to the adoption of this amendment shall not be repealed, except by 
subsequent legislative act, and shall remain in full force and effect. 


(g) (h) Wherever any constitutional provision or statute provides 
for, limits or measures the power or authority of any county, municipality 
or other taxing authority to levy taxes, borrow money, or incur indebted- 
ness in relation to the assessment of property therein for state taxes or 
for state and county taxes such provision shall mean as assessed for 
county or municipal taxes as the case may be. 


(h) (i) Any provision of the Constitution of Alabama to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, ad valorem taxes shall never exceed 142% of the 
fair and reasonable market value of the Class I property, 14% of Class 
II property or 1% of Class III property in any one taxable year. 


(i) (j). The following property shall be exempt from all ad valorem 
taxation: The real and personal property of the state, counties and 
municipalities, and property devoted exclusively to religious, educational 
or charitable purposes all farm machinery and farm equipment, all 
household personal property, and stocks of new goods, wares and 
merchandise held for sale. 


(k) Where any state constitutional, statutory or regulatory require- 
ment in effect on the date of the adoption of this constitutional amend- 
ment requires counties, municipalities or other taxing authorities to levy 
any minimum ad valorem tax millage rate for any purpose in order for 
such county, municipality or other taxing authority to qualify for any 
funds or other benefits provided by or through the state, no counties, 
municipalities or other taxing authorities shall be penalized due to a 
millage reduction hereunder and they shall qualify for such funds or 
other benefit in spite of a millage reduction hereunder if such county, 
municipality or other taxing authority qualified for such funds or other 
benefit at the time of the adoption of this constitutional amendment. 


(1) The provisions of section (d) hereof establishing standards for 
the determination of the fair and reasonable market value of property 
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for assessment purposes shall not take effect upon approval by a majority 
of the qualified electors voting thereon and upon proclamation by the 
Governor, but shall, instead, become effective for the first ad valorem 
tax year following the completion in all counties of this state of the 
statewide reappraisal of property in progress on the date of the adoption 
of this constitutional amendment. 


(m) In the event any section, sentence, clause or provision of this 
constitutional amendment shall be declared invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, such action shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining sections, sentences, clauses or provisions of this constitutional 
amendment, which shall continue in effect. 


(n) Commencing for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1979, 
twenty percent (20%) of any payments made to the state by any federal 
agencies in lieu of ad valorem taxes shall be paid back, to the counties, 
municipalities, and public agencies therein where the property is located 
as provided herein and in fiscal years beginning after such date the 
percent of payments back to the counties and municipalities shall be 
increased ten percent (10%) each fiscal year thereafter until eighty 
percent (80%) on the annual receipts have been distributed. 


Distribution herein provided shall be made to the governing bodies 
of said counties. However, the Legislature may prescribe other distribu- 
tion within such counties to local governments and public agencies 
therein, 


Any such payments by a federal agency which has as its principal 
business the production of power shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) (A) Eighty percent of said amount shall be distributed among 
the counties in the same proportion that the amount of such agency’s 
power sales revenue generated in each county, less direct sales by such 
agency to industry, bears to the total amount of such agency’s power 
sales revenue generated in all counties of the state served by such agency. 


(B) Ten percent of said amount shall be distributed among the 
counties in the same proportion that the dollar value amount of such 
agency’s properties and reservoir lands in each county bears to the 
total dollar value of all such agency’s properties and reservoir lands 
in all counties served by such agency. 


(C) Ten percent of said amount shall be distributed among the 
counties in the same proportion that the amount of such agency’s direct 
power sales to industry in each county bears to the total amount of such 
agency’s power sales revenue generated in such manner in all counties 
of the state served by TVA. 


(2) Any amount received by any county directly from such agency 
as payment in lieu of taxes shall be paid over to the state for redistribu- 
tion according to the formula provided in (1) hereof. 


Any such payments by any other federal agencies shall be distributed 
on the basis of the value of the property located in a county. Any portion 
of a county’s share of said payments is to be paid to the municipalities 
in the county in the same proportion that the population of each 
municipality bears to the population of the entire county. For the pur- 
poses of this section, the population of the county and each municipality 
therein shall be determined by the 1970 or any subsequent federal decen- 
nial census. 


Section 2. An election upon this proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in September of 
1978, the date fixed by Act Number 69 adopted at the first Special 
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Session of the 1977 Alabama Legislature as the date on which primary 
elections shall be held, or, if such date for primary elections shall be 
changed, on the date on which primary elections for the year 1978 are 
actually held or, if no primary election is held, on the date on which 
the general election for 1978 is held. The election shall be held in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution 
of Alabama of 1901, as amended, and in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 17 of Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
state. If a newspaper is not published in the county, a copy of the notice 
shall be posted at the courthouse and in three other places in the county. 


Section 4. In the event any section, sentence, clause or provision of 
this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, sen- 
tences, clauses or provisions of this Act, which shall continue in effect.

Section 1. Section 40-7-15, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 40-7-15. For the purpose of assessment, real and personal 
property shall be estimated valued at its fair and reasonable market 
value, according to the best judgment the assessor, the board of equaliza- 
tion and agents of the department of revenue can form upon information, 
inspection or otherwise, taking into consideration all clements or factors 
bearing on such value as heretofore authorized, taking into consideration 
all elements or factors bearing on its value at the time of the assessment, 
but the value shall not be based on a speculative prospective value which 
the property might have if it were put to some other possible use or 
handled in some other manner other than its use or the manner of its 
handling at the time of the assessment. The use to which the property is 
being put at the time of the assessment shall be conclusively presumed 
to be its highest and best use. In determining the value of farmland, 
the types and kind of soil, productivity of land, use of land, and net 
return to the land shall be given substantial weight and consideration, 
provided that no taxable property shall be considered valueless simply 
because it is not used or shows no net return from its use or rental. 
Mineral, coal, oil, gas, timber and turpentine interests when they have 
been severed in ownership from the soil, by sale or otherwise, shall be 
separately valued and assessed.” “Any increase or decrease in ad valorem 
taxes paid by a public utility in Alabama as a result of this act, any 
other act or amendment to the Constitution, shall be passed on to the 
utilities customers in the form of adjusted rates. The Alabama Public 
Service Commission shall make the proper adjustments.” 


Section 2, In the event any section, sentence, clause, or provision 
of this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent juris- 
diction, such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, 
sentences, clauses or provisions of this Act, which shall continue in effect.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is proposed, to become valid as a part of the Constitution, when 
approved by the qualified electors and proclaimed by the Governor as 
prescribed by law: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


The Legislature may from time to time, by general or local law, 
provide for the establishment of a consolidated and unified system for 
the assessment and collection of taxes in Coffee County and for the 
consolidation of the offices of tax assessor and tax collector of such 
county into one office and for the abolition of the offices of tax assessor 
and tax collector of such county. 


Notwithstanding any provision of this Constitution to the contrary, 
the legislature may, by local law, provide for the election in 1978 to 
fill the office of tax assessor or tax collector, of Coffee County, or such 
other office created pursuant to this amendment. This authorization 
specifically includes, but is not limited to, the power to suspend the 
general law relating to deadlines for filing qualifying documents and 
payment of fees, to set the terms of the offices named herein, and to 
prescribe the method of placing the names of the candidates on the 
ballot at the election. 


Unless otherwise provided herein, or by local law, the offices of 
tax assessor and tax collector of Coffee County shall be filled at the 
general election in 1978 for terms of two years, beginning October 1, 
1979, and until a revenue commissioner of Coffee County is elected and 
qualified; and such revenue commissioner shall be elected at the gen- 
eral election of 1980 for an initial term of four years, beginning October 
1, 1981, and until a successor is elected and qualified. Thereafter, unless 
otherwise provided by general or local law, the term of office of revenue 
commissioner of Coffee County shall be six years and until a successor 
is elected and qualified. 
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Unless otherwise provided by the legislature, the revenue com- 
missioner of Coffee County shall be charged with the performance of 
any duty provided by law for the tax assessor and tax collector of Coffee 
County, and his compensation shall be fixed by the governing body of 
the county. Immediately upon the beginning of the first term of the 
office of revenue commissioner of Coffee County, the offices of tax 
assessor and tax collector shall be abolished. If either of the offices of 
tax assessor or tax collector of Coffee County should become vacant 
at any time from the effective date of this amendment until October 1, 
1981, the remaining officer shall thereupon become the revenue com- 
missioner of Coffee County and shall serve as such for the balance of 
the term for which he was elected, and the offices of tax assessor and 
tax collector of Coffee County shall be abolished. Should this event 
occur 30 days or more before the general election of 1978, then the office 
of revenue commissioner of Coffee County shall be filled at such elec- 
tion for a term of six years, and until a successor is elected and qualified 
and any person who has qualified to have his name placed upon the 
ballot as a candidate for either tax assessor or tax collector of Coffee 
County shall be entitled to have his name placed upon the ballot as a 
candidate for revenue commissioner of Coffee County. 


This article of amendment shall not become operative unless the 
same is approved by a majority of the qualified electors of Coffee County 
who vote thereon upon its submission. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from 
final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 
of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 17, Title 17 
of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in the newspaper in each county of 
the state. If a newspaper is not published in the county, a copy of the 
notice shall be posted at the courthouse and in three other places in the 
county.

training.

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has noted with pleased 
accord the recent honor of the 1978 Distinguished Service Award be- 
stowed upon Mrs. Addine Drew of Birmingham, Alabama, by the South- 
ern Women’s Archives for Mrs. Drew’s work on the board of that 
organization; and 


WHEREAS, Mrs. Drew holds the position of secretary-treasurer of 
Alexander and Company Insurance Agency of which her husband, John 
J. Drew, is president, and in addition to her responsibilities in this 
capacity, she not only managed to devote her time and talents in serv- 
ing the Archives Board, but also to actively participate in numerous 
other highly worthwhile civic projects and endeavors of benefit to her 
fellowman; and 


WHEREAS, concern for others has always been a vital part and a 
consuming force in the life of Addine Drew, as she is a woman of rare 
courage and ability who, for more than 20 years, has been committed 
to making her city one in which good human relations, civil rights and 
equal education and job opportunities are a reality for all; and 


WHEREAS, imbued with a burning desire for a better life for every 
citizen, she first became actively involved through volunteer efforts 
with the 1957 voter registration drive, which precipitated the 1965 Voting 
Hignis Act, and_ with her work for the Alabama Council on Human 
Relations to study racial inequities of the 1950’s and early sixties; she 
further was a charter member of the Birmingham Panel of American 
Women; and

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following words and phrases used in 
this Act, and others evidently intended as the equivalent thereof, shall, 
in the absence of clear implication herein otherwise, be given the fol- 
lowing respective interpretations herein: 


“Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant to 
the provisions of this Act. 


“Board” means the board of directors of the Authority. 
“Bonds” means and shall include bonds and notes. 
“County” means a county in the state. 


“Director” means a member of the board of directors of the Au- 
thority. 


“Governing body” means the Court of County Commissioners, 
Board of Revenue, or other like governing body of a county. 


“Municipality” means an incorporated city or town of the state. 


“Person” unless limited to a natural person by the context in which 
it is used, includes a public or private corporation, a municipality, a 
county, or an agency, department or instrumentality of a county or 
municipality, of one or more of the several states, or of the United 
States of America. 


“Property” means and includes real and personal property, and 
interests therein. 


“State” in the absence of clear implication herein otherwise, means 
the State of Alabama. 


“Watershed” means and includes all land in Marion County, lying 
within fifteen miles of the Buttahatchee River and any of its tributaries. 


“Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other equivalent 
words refer to this Act as an entirety and not solely to the particular 
section or portion thereof in which any such word is used. 


The definitions set forth herein shall be deemed applicable whether 
the words defined are used in the singular or plural. Whenever used 
herein any pronoun or pronouns shall be deemed to include both singular 
and plural and to cover all genders. 


Section 2. Purpose and Nature of the Authority. In the interest 
of the unified development of the Buttahatchee River and its tributaries 
and watershed, for the purposes of navigation, water conservation and 
supply, flood control, irrigation, industrial development, public recreation 
and related purposes, there is hereby authorized, and shall be established 
as hereinafter provided, a development Authority for the Alabama por- 
tion of the Buttahatchee River watershed. The Authority, when in- 
corporated in accordance herewith, shall be a public corporation and a 
political subdivision of the State of Alabama, composed of a board of 
directors selected and empowered as hereinafter provided. 


Section 3. Number and Composition of the Board of Directors. The 
board of directors of the Authority shall consist of six members, de- 
signated herein as directors, as follows: 
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(a) The governing body of Marion County shall appoint two di- 
rectors of the Authority who shall be persons residimg in the county. 


(b) The governing body of the City of Hamiltom shall appoint one 
director of the Authority who shall be a person residing in the city. 


(c) The Buttahatchee River Property Owners Association, Inc., 
shall appoint three directors of the Authority who shall be property 
owners in the Buttahatchee River watershed and members of the Asso- 
ciation, to be elected at a meeting of the said Association. 


The directors shall be active in municipal, industrial, agricultural, 
commercial, or citizen organizations engaged in promoting comprehensive 
and unified development of the resources of the Buttahatchee River 
watershed as a basis for its general economic growth. The term of office 
of each director shall be six years, the term of the first director so ap- 
pointed to commence on the date on which there shall be filed with 
the Judge of Probate of Marion County the certificate of incorporation 
provided for in Section 4 hereof. Successors to the first directors shall 
be appointed in a like manner as provided above, and any vacancy in 
the office of a director shall be appointed in the same manner by an- 
cther appointment for the unexpired term. 


Section 4. Procedure to Incorporate; Contents of Certificate of 
Incorporation. To become a corporation, the persons who are designated 
to become members of the initial board of directors of the Authority, 
as provided in Section 3 of this act, shall present to the Judge of Pro- 
bate of Marion County, a certificate of incorporation signed by them 
which shall contain: (1) The name and official residence of each of 
the said persons; (2) the term of office of each of the said persons as 
such directors; (3) the name of the proposed corporation which shall 
be the Upper Buttahatchee River Development Authority; (4) the loca- 
tion of the principal office of the proposed corporation which shall be 
in Marion County; and (5) any other matter relating to the incorpora- 
tion that the said persons may choose to insert and which is not in- 
consistent with this act or the laws of the State of Alabama. The certifi- 
cate of incorporation shall be accompanied by: (i) A certified copy of 
a resolution adopted by the governing body of Marion County appointing 
directors from such county; (ii) a certified copy of a resolution adopted 
by the governing body of the City of Hamilton appointing a director from 
such city; (iii) a certified copy of a resolution of the Buttahatchee River 
Property Owners Association, Inc., appointing directors from such asso- 
ciation. The certificate of incorporation shall be subscribed and sworn 
to by each of the first directors before an officer authorized by the 
laws of this state to take acknowledgements to deeds, The said Judge 
of Probate shall examine the certificate of incorporation presented to 
him and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the require- 
ments of this section, he shall receive and file it, and shall record it 
in an appropriate book of records in his office. When the certificate of 
incorporation has been made, presented, filed and recorded as herein 
provided, the said persons shall constitute a public corporation under 
the aforesaid name, and the Authority shall thereupon come into 
existence. There shall be no fees paid to the Judge of Probate for any 
work done in connection with the incorporation above provided for. 


Section 5. Meetings of the Board of Directors. As soon as may 
be practicable after completion of the incorporation as provided in 
Sections 3 and 4 hereof, the board of directors shall hold their first 
meeting at Hamilton, Alabama, elect a Chairman, Vice Chairman, and 
Secretary-Treasurer, set a regular time and place for meetings of the 
board, and attend to such other matters as may be appropriate. The 
Chairman and Vice Chairman shall be elected from the membership of 
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the board; the Secretary-Treasurer may, but need not, be elected from 
the membership of the board. 


Directors shall serve without compensation, except reimbursement 
for actual traveling expenses and other necessary expenses incurred in 
the performance of their official duties, such expenses to be reimbursed 
from such funds as may be available to the Authority. 


The quorum necessary for the board of directors to hold valid meet- 
ings and to take valid action or transact business shall be four members. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to authorize the acquisition by 
eminent domain of any real property or rights owned or controlled by 
railroads or utilities, both public or private. 


Section 6. General Powers of the Authority. The general powers, 
duties, and functions of the Authority shall be as follows: 


(a) General. The Authority: (1) Shall have perpetual succession 
in its corporate name; (2) May sue and be sued in its corporate name; 
(3) May adopt, use, and alter a corporate seal, which shall be judicially 
noticed; (4) May enter into such contracts and cooperative agreements 
with federal, state, and local governments, with agencies of such gov- 
ernments, and with private individuals, corporations, associations, and 
other organizations, including the Buttahatchee River Watershed Asso- 
ciation, Inc., whether organized under the laws of Alabama or of an- 
other state, as the board may deem necessary or convenient to enable 
it to carry out the purposes of this act, which authorization shall in- 
clude without limitation contracts and cooperative arrangements with 
any of the several states, and with counties and municipalities in and 
agencies of such states; (5) May adopt, amend, and repeal by-laws; 
(6) May appoint managers, officers, employees, attorneys, and agents 
as the board deems necessary for the transaction of its business, fix 
their compensation, define their duties, and require bonds of such of 
them as the board may determine, the salaries of any such employees 
to be paid out of such funds as may be available to the Authority from 
any source. 


The Authority may institute legal proceedings in any court of 
competent jurisdiction and proper venue; provided, that the Authority 
may not be sued or subjected to a counter-claim, cross-claim, set-off or 
recoupment in any court other than the courts of Marion County, Ala- 
bama; and provided, further, that the officers, directors, agents and 
employees of the Authority may not be sued or subjected to a counter- 
claim, cross-claim, set-off or recoupment for actions in behalf of the 
Authority in any court other than the courts of Marion County, Ala- 
bama; and provided, further, that no claim or cause of action, based 
wholly or in part upon allegations which call into question the validity 
of the Authority, shall be heard or adjudicated in any court other than 
the courts of Marion County, Alabama. 


(b) Formulation and Execution of Development Plans. The Au- 
thority is authorized to: 


(1) Investigate the resources of the Buttahatchee River watershed 
and determine the requirements for its full development and for control 
and development of its stream system as an integral part of the economy 
of the area; (2) Develop and carry out a unified, comprehensive program 
of resource development designed to encourage and assist the economic 
growth of the area, which program shall not be inconsistent with official 
programs for statewide economic development; (3) Provide for the con- 
struction of water control structures, channel improvements, and other 
facilities for navigation, drainage, irrigation, water conservation and 
supply, industrial development, recreation and related purposes, as a 
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part of comprehensive plans; (4) Arrange with the state and with any 
city, county, municipality, or supplier of utilities, for the abandonment, 
relocation, or other adjustments of roads, highways, bridges, and utility 
lines; (5) In making investigations and in formulating and executing 
development plans, seek and utilize the assistance of appropriate fed- 
eral, state and local agencies and of private citizens and citizen organi- 
zations and in aid of such activities, accept loans, grants, or other as- 
sistance from federal, state, and local governments or from agencies 
of such governments, and make contracts and exectate instruments con- 
taining such terms, provisions, and conditions as the board in its dis- 
cretion deems to be necessary, proper, or advisable for the purpose of 
obtaining such loans, grants, or other assistance. 


(c) Land Acquisition. The Authority may acquire by purchase, 
construction, lease, gift, condemnation or otherwise, property of any 
kind, real, personal, or mixed, or any interest therein, that the board 
deems necessary or convenient to the exercise of its powers or functions; 
provided, that acquisition by condemnation shall be limited to lands, 
rights in lands, including leaseholds and easements, and water rights 
in the Buttahatchee River watershed that the board determines to be 
necessary to the control and optimum development of the Buttahatchee 
River and its tributaries, including such lands adjacent to or in the 
immediate vicinity of water control reservoirs as the board determines 
to be necessary to assure full development and optimum use of such 
reservoirs for the purposes of navigation, water conservation and supply, 
flood control, irrigation, industrial development, public recreation, and 
related purposes. The amount and character of the interest in land, 
rights in land, and water rights to be acquired in such area shall be 
determined by the board of directors, and its determination shall be con- 
elusive, The Authority’s power of eminent domain may be exercised 
under Title 18 of the Code of Alabama 1975, and any amendments there- 
to, or pursuant to any other general statutory provisions hereafter en- 
acted for the exercise of the power of eminent domain. The Authority 
is expressly authorized to acquire by condemnation or otherwise and 
hold for resale or lease to private or other industrial organizations land 
or interests in land in the Alabama portion of the Buttahatchee River 
watershed that it determines to be suitable for industrial uses, and such 
acquisition is hereby declared to be for the public purpose of the state’s 
industrial development and for the increase of industrial employment 
opportunities, 


(d) Management and Operation. The Authority may: 


(1) Enter into contracts with the United States, with the several 
states and with individuals, private corporations, associations, municipal- 
ities, and other public agencies, or political subdivisions of any kind, 
for the sale of water for municipal, domestic, agricultural or industrial 
use, or for the sale of any other serviecs, facilities or commodities that 
the Authority may be in a position to supply; (2) Acquire and develop 
reservoirs and shoreline lands and provide for their operation for in- 
dustrial, recreational, and other uses directly or by concessionaires, 
licensees, lessees, or vendees of shoreline lands: (3) Sell or lease shore- 
line lands, or any interest therein, in connection with development of 
the stream system, for uses consistent with the Authority’s development 
plan and subject to such restrictions as the Authority deems necessary 
for reservoir protection and subject to such requirements as to character 
of improvements and activities and the time within which such im- 
provements or activities shall be undertaken as the Authority deems. ap- 
propriate to its over-all development plan; (4) Acquire or operate shore- 
line lands of reservoirs owned by the United States of America, as the 
agent of the federal agency having custody and control thereof under 
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appropriate agreements with such agencies; (5) Acquire, construct, or 
operate such other facilities or works of improvement as are necessary 
to effectuate plans for the comprehensive development of the area; 
(6) Make and enforce reasonable rules and regulations governing the 
use of any facilities and other property owned, controlled or operated 
by the Authority; (7) Provide for such insurance as the board may deem 
advisable; (8) To fix and revise from time to time reasonable rates, fees 
and other charges for the sale of water for municipal, domestic, agri- 
cultural or industrial use, or for the sale of any other services, facilities 
or commodities that the Authority may be in a position to supply. 


(e) Financing. The Authority may: 


(1) Sell and issue its bonds from time to time in order to provide 
funds for any corporate function, use, or purpose, all such bonds to be 
payable solely out of the revenues derived from the facilities and other 
property of the Authority or out of the revenues of any particular 
facilities and other property of the Authority; and (2) Secure such 
bonds by a pledge of all or any of the revenues which may now or 
hereafter come to the Authority from any source, by a mortgage or deed 
of trust covering the Authority’s land or any part thereof, or under the 
provisions of a trust indenture, or by a combination of one or more 
thereof; provided, that all obligations created or assumed and all bonds 
issued by the Authority shall be solely and exclusively obligations of 
the Authority and shall not create an obligation or debt of the state 
or of any county or municipality. 


Section 7. Rates and Charges. Rates, fees and charges for services 
rendered by the Authority from any of its facilities shall be fixed and 
from time to time revised by the Authority; provided, that such rates, 
fees and charges shall be so fixed as at all times to provide funds at least 
sufficient (a) to pay the cost of operating, maintaining, repairing, re- 
placing, extending and improving the facilities and other property from 
which such serviecs are rendered; (b) to pay the principal of and the 
interest on all bonds issued and obligations assumed by the Authority, 
that are payable out of the revenues derived from the operation of 
those facilities, as the said principal and interest become due and pay- 
able; (c) to create and maintain such reserves for the foregoing purposes 
or any of them as may be provided in any mortgage and deed of trust 
or trust indenture executed by the Authority hereunder or in any 
resolutions of the board of directors authorizing the issuance of bonds, 
the assumption of any obligation, or the acquisition of any such facilities 
and other property, and (d) to make such annual payments, if any, to 
the United States of America or any agency or instrumentality thereof, 
the several states, municipalities, counties, departments, authorities, 
agencies and political subdivisions of the several states and any public 
corporations organized under the laws of the several states as the Au- 
thority may have contracted to make. 


Any schedule or schedules of rates and other charges adopted by 
the board (i) may provide for the rendition by the Authority to cus- 
tomers served by it of combined statements or bills for service furnished 
from one or more of its facilities, (ii) may permit the Authority to 
decline to accept payment of charges for service from any of its said 
facilities, without payment of charges for service at the same premises 
from any one or more of its other facilities, (iii) may provide for dis- 
continuance of service from any or all of its facilities at any premises 
with respect to which there is a deliquency in the payment of charges 
for service from any part of the facilities of the Authority, and (iv) 
may provide for the payment of connection fees, disconnection fees, and 
reconnection fees, and (v) may require, as a prerequisite to the rendition 
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of any service, the making of a deposit as security for payment of bills, 
on which deposit the Authority shall not be obligated to pay or allow 
interest. 


Section 8. Bonds of the Authority. All bonds issued by the Au- 
thority shall be signed by the Chairman of its board of directors and 
attested by its Secretary-Treasurer, and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to the bonds of 
the Authority shall be signed by the said Chairman; provided, that a 
facsimile of the signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be 
printed or otherwise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his 
manually signing the same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may 
be printed or otherwise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being 
manually affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the signature of the.Chair- 
man of its board of directors may be printed or otherwise reproduced on 
any such interest coupons in lieu of his manually signing the same. 
Any such bonds may be executed and delivered by the Authority at 
any time and from time to time, shall be in such form and denominations 
and of such tenor and maturities, shall contain such provisions not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act, and shall bear such rate or 
rates of interst, payable and evidenced in such manner, as may be pro- 
vided by resolution of the board. Bonds of the Authority may be sold 
at either public or private sale in such manner and at such price or 
prices and at such time or times as may be determined by the board 
to be most advantageous. The principal of an interest on any bonds 
and other securities issued or obligations assumed by the Authority may 
thereafter at any time (whether before, at or after maturity of any 
such principal and whether at, after or not exceeding six months prior 
to the maturity of any such interest) and from time to time be refunded 
by the issuance of refunding bonds of the Authority, which may be sold 
by the Authority at public or private sale at such price or prices as may 
be determined by the board to be most advantageous, or which may be 
exchanged for the bonds of other obligations to be refunded. The Au- 
thority may pay all expenses, premiums and commissions which the 
board may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with any 
financing done by it. All bonds issued by the Authority shall be con- 
strued to be negotiable instruments although payable solely from a 
specified source. All obligations created or assumed and all bonds 
issued by the Authority shall be solely and exclusively an obligation 
of the Authority and shall not create an obligation or debt of any county 
or municipality; provided, that the provisions of this sentence shall not 
be construed to release the original obligor from liability on any bond 
or other obligation assumed by the Authority. All bonds issued by the 
Authority shall be limited or special obligations of the Authority pay- 
able solely out of the revenues of the Authority specified in the proceed- 
ings authorizing those bonds. Any such proceedings may provide that 
the bonds therein authorized shall be payable solely out of the revenues 
derived from the operation of all facilities owned by the Authority, or 
solely out of the revenues from the operation of any part of such facili- 
ties, regardless of the fact that those bonds may have been issued with 
respect to or for the benefit of only certain particular facilities and 
other property of the Authority. The Authority may pledge for the pay- 
ment of any of its bonds the revenues from which such bonds are pay- 
able, and may execute and deliver a trust indenture evidencing any 
such pledge or a mortgage and deed of trust conveying as security for 
such bonds the facilities and other property, or any part thereof, the 
revenus or any part of the reveneus from which are so pledged. Any 
mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture made by the Authority 
may contain such agreements as the board of directors may deem ad- 
visable respecting the operation and maintenance of the property and 
the use of the revenue subject to such mortgage and deed of trust or 
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affected by such trust indenture, and respecting the rights, duties, and 
remedies of the parties to amy such instrument and the parties for the 
benefit of whom such instrument is made; provided, that no such in- 
strument shall be subject to foreclosure. 


Section 9. Contracts to Secure Bonds and Assumed Obligations. 
As security for payment of the principal of and interest on bonds is- 
sued or obligations assumed by it, the Authority may enter into a 
contract or contracts binding itself for the proper application of the 
proceeds of bonds and other funds, for the continued operation and 
maintenance of any facilities owned by it, or any part or parts thereof, 
for the imposition and collection of reasonable rates for and the promul- 
gation of reasonable regulations respecting any service furnished from 
such facilities, for the disposition and application of its gross revenues 
or any part thereof, and for any other act or series of acts not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act for the protection of the bonds and 
other obligations being secured and the assurance that the revenues 
from such facilities will be sufficient to operate such facilities, main- 
tain the same in good repair and in good operating condition, pay the 
principal of and interest on any bonds payable from such revenues, and 
maintain such reserves as may be deemed appropriate for the protection 
of the bonds, the efficient operation of such facilities, and the making 
of replacements thereof and capital improvements thereto. Any contract 
pursuant to the provisions of this section may be set forth in any resolu- 
tion of the board of directors authorizing the issuance of bonds or 
the assumption of obligations or in any mortgage and deed of trust or 
trust indenture made by the Authority hereunder. 


Section 10. Statutory Mortgage Lien. Any resolution of the board 
of directors, or trust indenture, under which bonds may be issued. pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act may contain provisions creating a 
statutory mortgage lien, in favor of the holders of such bonds and of 
the interest coupons applicable thereto, on the facilities and other prop- 
erty (including any after-acquired property) out of the revenues from 
which such bonds are made payable. The said resolution of the board 
of directors, or the said trust indenture, may provide for the filing for 
record in the office of the Judge of Probate of each county in which 
any part of such facilities or other property may be located of a notice 
containing a brief description of such facilities or other property, a 
brief description of such bonds, and a declaration that said statutory 
mortgage lien has been created for the benefit of the holders of such 
bonds and the interest coupons applicable thereto, upon such facilities 
and other property, including any additions thereto and extensions 
thereof. Each Judge of Probate shall receive, record and index any 
such notice filed for record in his office. The recording of such notice, 
as arte provided, shall operate as constructive notice of the contents 
thereof. 


Section 11. Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. All moneys derived from 
the sale of any bonds issued by the Authority shall be used solely for 
the purpose or purposes for which the same are authorized and any 
costs and expenses incidental thereto. Such costs and expenses may in- 
clude but shall not be limited to (1) the fiscal, engineering, legal and 
other expenses incurred in connection with the issuance of bonds, (2) 
in the case of bonds issued to pay costs of construction, interest on such 
bonds (or, if a part only of any series of bonds is issued for construction 
purposes, interest on that portion of the bonds of that series that is 
issued to pay construction costs) prior to and during such construction 
and for not exceeding one year after completion of such construction, 
and (3) in the case of bonds issued for the purpose of refunding principal 
and interest, or either, with respect to bonds issued or obligations as- 
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sumed by the Authority, any premium that it may be necessary to pay 
in order to redeem or retire the bonds or other obligations to be 
refunded. 


Section 12, Exemption from Taxation. The Authority, its income, 
the property of the Authority while owned by it, all bonds issued by 
the Authority, the income from such bonds, conveyarces by or to the 
Authority, and leases, mortgages, and deeds of trust by or to the Au- 
thority shall be exempt from all taxation in the State of Alabama. The 
Authority shall not be obligated to pay or allow any fees, taxes or costs 
to the Judge of Probate of any county in respect of its incorporation, 
the amendment of its certificate of incorporation, or the recording of 
any document. No license or excise tax may be imposed on the Au- 
thority in respect of the privilege of engaging in any of the activities 
authorized by this Act. 


Section 13. Monetary Contributions by Marion County and the 
City of Hamilton. Marion County and the City of Hamilton are each 
hereby authorized and empowered to contribute to the Authority any 
amount or amounts of money, either with or without consideration there- 
for, that their respective governing bodies, acting in their sole discretion 
without the necessity of authorization at any election of qualified 
electors, shall approve to be paid from the general fund of the respective 
county or municipality. Governing bodies of such county or municipality 
are hereby empowered to levy and collect ad valorem taxes within con- 
stitutional limits for such purposes, which are hereby declared to be for 
municipal and county public purposes. 


Section 14, Freedom of Authority from Public Service Commission 
and Other State Supervision and Control. This act is intended to aid 
the State of Alabama in the execution of its duties by providing an 
appropriate and independent political subdivision of the state with full 
and adequate powers to fulfill the functions herein authorized. Except 
as in this act expressly otherwise provided, no proceeding, notice or 
approval shall be required for the incorporation of the Authority or 
the amendment of its certificate of incorporation, the acquisition of any 
property or facilities, or the issuance of any bonds, mortgage and deed 
of trust, or trust indenture. The Authority, its facilities and other prop- 
erty, and the rates and charges thereof shall be exempt from all juris- 
diction of, and all regulation and supervision by, the Public Service 
Commission. Neither a public hearing nor the consent of the State De- 
partment of Finance shall be prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by 
the Authority. Nothing herein shall be construed to repeal the require- 
ment for obtaining the permit provided for in Section 22-23-2 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


Section 15. Use of Public Roads. The Authority is hereby au- 
thorized to use the rights of way of all public roads in the state without 
securing the prior approval of the state or of its agencies or departments 
or the governing body of any county and subject only to the necessity 
of obtaining the municipal consent required by Section 220 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, provided, however, that nothing herein shall be 
construed to exempt the Authority from the requirements of Section 
23-1-53 of the Code of Alabama of 1975, as amended; and provided, 
further, that the Authority shall have the duty to restore at its expense 
all roads, highways and public rights of way in which it may have 
made excavations or done other work in laying pipes or performing 
any of its other corporate functions. 


Section 16. Annual Reports. The board of directors of the Au- 
thority shall report annually to the governing body of Marion County 
and the City of Hamilton. Such reports shall include a statement of 
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financial receipts and expenditures, and a summary of all activities and 
accomplishments for the period and proposed plans for the next year. 


Section 17. Cooperation of State Agencies. All agencies of the 
state are hereby authorized and directed to extend their cooperation 
and lend assistance to the Authority in the formulation and implementa- 
tion of its development program. 


Section 18. Advisory Board. For the purpose of coordinating its 
activities with the needs and undertakings of other local organizations 
and groups, the board of directors may establish an advisory board con- 
sisting of the chairman of the board of directors of the Authority (who 
shall be chairman of the advisory board), and of sufficient members to 
represent adequately so far as feasible industry, commerce, agriculture, 
recreation, the general public, any official planning and developmental 
bodies in the area, and organized citizens groups working for the develop- 
ment of the Buttahatchee River watershed. 


Section 19. Construction of Act. The act shall be considered sup- 
plemental and additional to any and all other laws and confers sufficient 
power in and of itself for the purposes set forth herein. This act shall be 
liberally construed to effectuate its purpose of facilitating the develop- 
ment of the resources of the Buttahatchee River watershed. 


Section 20. Severance in Event of Partial Invalidity. If any pro- 
vision of this act or application thereof to any person or circumstances 
should be held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other pro- 
visions or application of the act which can be given without the in- 
valid provision or application, and to this end the provisions of this 
act are declared to be severable. 


Section 21. Enabling Legislation; When Effective. This act is in- 
tended to implement the provisions of an amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, as proposed by the current session of the Legislature, re- 
lating to the subject expressed therein, and is enacted pursuant thereto. 
If the constitutional amendment is ratified, as provided therein, this act 
shall thereupon become effective immediately; if the proposed amend- 
ment is not ratified, this act shall have no effect.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama relative 
to the Upper Buttahatchee River Watershed Area. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is proposed, to become valid as a part of the Constitution when 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and 
upon proclamation by the Governor: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


The Legislature may by general, special, private or local laws au- 
thorize the formation in any manner of a public corporation for the 
development of the Buttahatchee River, its tributaries and watershed, 
for the purposes of navigation, water conservation and supply, flood 
control, irrigation, industrial development, public recreation, and related 
purposes, and may authorize Marion County and all municipalities lying 
within Marion County to donate or contribute public funds to such 
public corporation and may authorize such public corporation to enter 
into contracts with the United States of America or any agency thereof, 
and with the several states or political subdivisions thereof, and with 
other public or private corporations organized within any of the several 
states, for the development of the Upper Buttahatchee River Watershed, 
and may authorize such public corporation to acquire by purchase, con- 
struction, lease, gift, condemnation, or otherwise, property of any kind, 
real, personal or mixed, to mortgage or sell its property and to issue 
revenue bonds and other revenue securities payable solely out of revenues 
accruing to such public corporation, and may exempt such public cor- 
poration from all taxation in the State of Alabama, and may grant such 
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public corporation all other powers and privileges which may be neces- 
sary and proper for the full development of said Upper Buttahatchee 
River Watershed. Nothing herein shall be construed to authorize the ac- 
quisition by eminent domaim of any real property or interest therein 
previously dedicated to public use. The provisions of Sections 106, 222 
and 225 of the Constitution of Alabama shall not apply to any public 
corporation which may be organized pursuant to enabling legislation 
herein authorized or to any revenue bonds and other revenue securities 
at any time issued by such public corporation. Such public corporation 
shall be deemed a political subdivision of the State of Alabama. Nothing 
herein shall authorize any such public corporation to engage in or finance, 
directly or indirectly, the production, transmission, or sale of electric 
power. The area comprising the Upper Buttahatchee River Watershed 
shall include such land defined in enabling legislation herein authorized 
as shall lie within Marion County. Any such law as herein authorized 
which has been heretofore enacted for which no notice and proof of 
publication was submitted as required by Section 106 of the Constitu- 
tion is hereby validated and confirmed. 


This article of amendment shall not become operative unless the 
same is approved by a majority of the qualified electors of Marion County 
who vote thereon upon its submission, except that if this article of 
amendment is approved statewide but not approved by a majority of 
the qualified electors of Marion County upon its submission, the question 
can again be submitted to the qualified electors of Marion County at a 
local election called for such purpose by the County Commission of 
Marion County not sooner than two (2) years after the initial constitu- 
tional amendment election, and if approved by a majority of the qualified 
electors of Marion County at such local election, this article of amend- 
ment shall then become operative. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from 
final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 
of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 17, Title 17 
of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall. be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
state. If a newspaper is not published in the county, a copy of the notice 
shall be posted at the courthouse and in three other places in the county.

Be It Bnacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Cullman County Commission is hereby authorized 
and directed to levy and provide for the collection, in addition to all 
other privilege taxes now levied in Cullman County, of a privilege tax 
on the business of selling, delivering, withdrawing from storage or 
keeping in storage for sale or delivery in such county of gasoline, diesel 
oil, naptha, and other liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute 
therefor, commonly used in internal combustion engines. Such tax shall 
be in the amount of one cent per gallon, provided, however, nothing 
contained therein shall be held to apply to the privilege of selling, 
delivering, withdrawing from storage or keeping in storage for sale or 
delivery in such county of those products known commercially as 
“kerosene oil,” “fuel oil,” or “crude oil” commonly used for lighting, 
heating or industrial purposes, nor the privilege of selling, delivering, 
from storage or keeping in storage for sale or delivery in Cullman County 
of tractor fuel, gas oil, distillate or liquefied gas, kerosene and jet fuel 
even though these last mentioned oils and fuels may be used in in- 
ternal combustion engines. 


Section 2. The county commission shall provide for the tax levied 
pursuant to this Act to be collected in the same manner and at the 
time and subject to the same rules and regulations that other county 
privilege taxes on the business of selling, delivering, withdrawing 
from storage or keeping in storage for sale or delivery in Cullman 
County of gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels are collected. 


Section 3. The net proceeds of the tax levied pursuant to his act 
shall be disbursed by the official charged with the duty of collecting the 
tax, on or before the 10th day of each month, as follows: Ten percent 
(10%) of said proceeds shall be paid over to the municipalities in the 
county, each municipality receiving a pro rata share based on the rela- 
tionship its population bears to the combined populations of all such 
municipalities. The remainder of the net proceeds shall be paid over to 
the state highway department, to be maintained in a separate account 
and used by such department solely for the purpose of paving, repairing, 
maintaining or resurfacing county roads in Cullman County. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. The substantive provisions of this Act shall become 
operative only if approved by a majority of the electors of Cullman 
County voting in a referendum election, which shall be held on the date 
of the first state-wide election held after adjournment of the 1978 Regu- 
lar Session of the Legislature for the purpose of vating on proposed 
amendments to the Constitution.

SECTION 2. Legislative Intent—The public interest lying in the 
promotion of temperance by and through the proper regulation of alco- 
holic beverages, through the instrumentality of the Aiabama alcoholic 
beverage control board and otherwise, it is the intent of the legislature 
and declared to be the purpose and intent of this Act to promote 
temperance and to further regulate the sale of alcoholic beverages in 
the state by distinguishing between fortified wine or vinous liquor hav- 
ing more than fourteen percent (14%) alcohol by volume and table 
wine having not more than fourteen percent (14%) alcohol by volume, 
which is hereby declared to be non-liquor and not vinous liquor, and 
specifically to authorize and regulate the sale and handling of table wine 
in Alabama by wine manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers licensed 
by the board. 


SECTION 3. Definitions—The following words or phrases, unless 
the context clearly indicates otherwise, shall have the meaning ascribed 
to them in this section. 


(a) BOARD. The Alabama alcoholic beverage control board. 


(b) WINE. All beverages made from the fermentation of fresh 
fruits, berries or grapes, with or without added spirits and produced in 
accordance with the laws and regulations of the United States, contain- 
ing not more than twenty-four percent alcohol by volume, and includes 
all sparkling wines, carbonated wines, special natural wines, rectified 
wines, vermouths and like products, including restored or unrestored 
pure condensed juice. 


(c) TABLE WINE. Any wine containing not more than fourteen 
percent alcohol by volume. Table wine is not vinous liquor. 


(d) FORTIFIED WINE or VINOUS LIQUOR. Any wine con- 
taining more than fourteen percent alcohol but not more than twenty- 
four percent alcohol by volume. 


(e) MANUFACTURER. Any person, association or corporation 
engaged in the producing, bottling, manufacturing, distilling, rectifying 
or compounding of wine. 


({) WINE WHOLESALER. Any person licensed by the board to 
engage in the sale and distribution of table wine at wholesale only to be 
sold for export or to wine retailers and to licensees and others within 
this state lawfully authorized to sell wine. 


(g) WINE RETAILER. Any person licensed by the board to en- 
gage in the retail sale of table wine to be consumed off the premises, 
and who do not possess a state liquor license. 
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(h) MUNICIPALITY. Any incorporated city or town. 


(i) PERSON. Every natural person, association, or corporation. 
Whenever used in a clause prescribing or imposing a fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, the term “person” as applied to “association” shall mezn 
the partners or members thereof, as applied to “corporation” shall mean 
the officers thereof, and as applied to incorporated clubs shall mean 
such individual or individuals who, under the bylaws of such clubs, 
shall have jurisdiction over the possession and sale of table wine therein. 


SECTION 4. Table wine may be sold in any county in Alabama 
which has been heretofore or may hereafter be designated a wet county 
pursuant to law, as follows: 


(a) A licensed wine manufacturer may sell table wine to any 
wine wholesaler licensed to sell wine or to the board; 


(b) A licensed wine wholesaler may sell, at wholesale only, table 
wine that has been purchased from a licensed manufacturer to a licensed 
wine retailer or to a licensee of the board or other person lawfully au- 
thorized to seli wine in this state, or for export; 


(c) A licensed wine retailer may sell table wine at retail for off- 
premises consumption only; provided, however, a licensee of the board 
authorized to sell at retail alcoholic beverages for on-premises consump- 
tion may sell table wine at retail for consumption on-premises and off- 
premises. 


SECTION 5. Licenses.—The board shall have full and final au- 
thority, without the approval of the county or municipal governing body, 
to issue and renew licenses of wine retailers, wholesalers and manufac- 
turers to sell and handle table wine in this state. Licenses issued under 
this Act to wine retailers, wholesalers or manufacturers shall, unless 
revoked in the manner provided in this Act, be valid for the license year 
which shall begin on the Ist day of October of each year. 


SECTION 6. Application.—Every applicant for a wine retailer’s or 
wholesaler’s license shall file a written application with the board in 
such form as the board may prescribe, which shall be accompanied by 
a filing fee of $10 and by the appropriate license fee as prescribed in 
this Act, together with the amount or amounts of the prescribed license 
fee or fees, if any, levied by the county or counties in which the licensee 
operates, and, in the case of a wholesaler, accompanied by the bond re- 
quired by Section 9 of this Act. 


SECTION 7. Issuance.—Upon receipt of the application, the proper 
fees, the bond, if required, and upon being satisfied of the truth of the 
statements in the application and the applicant is a person of good 
repute, the board shall grant and issue to the applicant a wine retailer’s 
or wine wholesaler’s license entitling the applicant to sell or distribute 
table wine in ths state as set forth in Section 4 of this Act. 


SECTION 8. Wine Retailer’s License—-Upon applicant’s compliance 
with Section 6 hereof, the board shall issue a wine retailer’s license for 
any retail outlet kept or operated by a wine retailer for the retail sale of 
table wines for off-premises consumption. The annual license fee levied 
for a wine retailer’s license shall be One Hundred Dollars. In addition 
thereto, the county or any municipality therein in which the outlet is 
located may fix a reasonable privilege or license tax on any wine re- 
tailer located therein, conditioned on a permit or license being issued 
by the state; provided, however, said county or municipality shall levy 
no license or privilege tax, or other charges for the privilege of doing 
business as a wine retailer, which shall exceed the amount of one-half 
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the state license fee levied under the provisions of this Section for like 
privilege. Provided, further, the county shall not have authority to im- 
pose such tax within any incorporated municipality within such county. 


SECTION 9. Wine Wholesaler’s License—Upon applicant’s com- 
pliance with Section 6 of this Act, the board shall issue to applicant a 
wine wholesaler’s license which will authorize the licensee to import 
and receive shipments of table wine from outside the state from licensed 
wine manufacturers, to purchase table wine from licensed wine manu- 
facturers within the state, and to sell table wine to licensed wine re- 
tailers and all licensees or others within this state lawfully authorized 
to sell wine in this state, and to export table wine from the state. The 
annual license fee levied for a wine wholesaler’s license shall be Five 
Hundred Dollars. In addition, the county or municipality therein jn 
which the wholesaler sells or distributes table wine may fix a reasonable 
privilege or license tax on a wine wholesaler located therein, condi- 
tioned on a permit or license being issued by the board. Provided, how- 
ever, said county or municipality shall levy no license or privilege tax, 
or other charge for the privilege of doing business as a wine whole- 
saler, which shall exceed one-half the amount of the state license fee 
levied under the provisions of this Section for like privilege. In addi- 
tion, the applicant shall file with his original application a bond in the 
penal sum of not less than $1000.00 nor more than $10,000.00 conditioned 
upon the payment of the taxes to be collected by the wine wholesaler 
and remitted to the board. 


SECTION 10. Wine Manufacturer’s License—Every manufacturer, 
distiller, winery, supplier, producer or bottler desiring to sell table 
wines in or for resale in this state shall register with the board prior to 
making any such sales. Each such manufacturer, distiller, winery, sup- 
ae pretueer or bottler shall pay to the board an annual filing fee of 

50.00. 


Each such manufacturer, distiller, winery, supplier, producer or 
bottler shall be required to file with the board, prior to making any 
sales in Alabama a list of its labels to be sold in this state and shall 
file with the board its Federal Certificate of label approvals or its cer- 
tificates of exemption as required by the U. S. Treasury Department. 
All table wines whose labels have not been registered as herein pro- 
vided for shall be considered contraband and may be seized by the board 
or its agents, or any peace officer of the State of Alabama without a 
warrant and said goods shall be delivered to the board and disposed of 
as contraband alcohol as provided by law. 


All such manufacturers, distillers, wineries, suppliers, producers 
or bottlers shall be required to mail to the board prior to the tenth day 
of the month a consolidated report of all shipments of table wine made 
to each wine wholesaler in Alabama during the preceding month. Such 
reports shall be certified as true and correct and shall be a complete 
listing of all items shipped, an invoice setting out the quantities pur- 
chased and the price quotation showing at what price such wines were 
sold, the size, type, brand label and point of destination and such other 
information as the board may prescribe. 


SECTION 11. License Renewal—The wine retailer’s, wine whole- 
saler’s and wine manufacturer’s license herein provided for shall be 
required to be renewed annually and shall be reissued upon payment 
to the board of the appropriate filing and license fee or fees unless the 
board has good cause for not reissuing the license. 


SECTION 12. Payment, Collection and Administration.—All license 
and filing fees levied or authorized by this Act, other than those levied 
by a municipality, shall be paid to the board. All filing fees paid to the 
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board shall be paid into the state treasury to the credit of the beer and 
wine tax and license fund of the board. All state license fees paid to the 
board shall be retained by the board as part of its met profits from 
operations and shall be distributed by the board. All license fees levied 
by any county and paid the board shall be paid not later than the 15th 
day of the month to the county governing body which shall distribute 
the proceeds thereof. 


SECTION 13. Regulation of the grant of licenses—No license 
prescribed in this Act shall be issued or renewed until the provisions 
of this Act have been complied with and the filing and license fees 
other than those levied by a municipality are paid to the Board. 


Every license issued under this Act shall be constantly and con- 
spicuously displayed on the licensed premises. 


Any wine retailer may be granted licenses to maintain, operate or 
conduct any number of places for the sale of table wine, but a separate 
license must be secured for each place where table wine is sold. Pro- 
vided, there shall be no licenses issued by the board for the sale of 
wine by rolling stores. 


A malt or brewed beverage wholesale licensee may also be granted 
a wine wholesaler’s license. No wine wholesaler shall maintain or 
operate any place where sales are made other than that for which the 
license is granted. No wine wholesaler shall maintain any place for the 
storage of table wine unless the same has been approved by the board. 
No wine wholesaler’s license shall be issued for any premises in any 
part of which there is operated any retail license for the sale of liquor, 
wine, malt or brewed beverages. 


Licenses shall be granted by the board only to reputable individuals, 
or to associations, partnerships and corporations whose members or 
officers and directors are reputable individuals. 


Licenses issued under this Act may not be assigned. The board is 
hereby authorized to transfer any license from one person to another, 
or from one place to another within the same municipality, or both, as 
the board may determine; but no transfers shall be made to a person 
who would not have been eligible to receive the license originally, nor 
for the transaction of business at a place for which the license could not 
originally have been issued lawfully. 


Every applicant for a transfer of a license shall file a written ap- 
plication with the board within such time as the board shall fix in its 
regulations. Whenever any license is transferred, there shall be col- 
jetes a filing fee of ten dollars, to be paid to the board for the use of 
the state. 


In the event than any person to whom a license shall have been 
issued under the terms of this chapter shall become insolvent, make an 
assignment for the benefit of creditors, become a bankrupt by either 
voluntary or involuntary action, the license of such person shall im- 
mediately terminate and be cancelled without any action on the part of 
the board, and there shall be no refund made, or credit given, for the 
unused portion of the license fee for the remainder of the license year 
for which said license was granted. Thereafter no license shall be issued 
by the board for the premises, wherein said license was conducted, to 
any assignee, committee, trustee, receiver or successor of such licensee 
until a hearing has been held by the board as in the case of a new appli- 
cation for license. In all such cases, the board shall have the sole and 
final discretion as to the propriety of the issuance of a license for such 
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premises, and to the time it shall issue, and the period for which it shall 
be issued, and shall have the further power to exact conditions under 
which said licensed premises shall be conducted. 


SECTION 14. Suspension or revocation of licenses and fines——The 
board shall have full and final authority as to the suspension and revoca- 
tion of any license issued hereunder. In lieu of suspension or revocation, 
the board shall have the authority, in the case of a wine retailer, to 
invoke a penalty of not less than $250.00 nor more than $500.00 for one 
or more of the following violations of this Act: 


(a) selling wine other than during the legal hours of sale; or 


(b) selling wine to a minor. 


The board upon sufficient cause being shown or proof being made 
that any licensee holding a license issued by the board, or any partners, 
members, officers or directors of the licensee has or have violated any of 
the provisions of this Act relating to the sale and handling of table 
wine and any of the laws of this state relating to the manufacture, sale, 
possession or transportation of malt or brewed beverages, alcohol or 
other alcoholic beverages, other than table wine, may upon due notice 
and proper hearing being given to the person so licensed, suspend or 
revoke the license issued by the board under the provisions of this Act. 
In all cases where the board shall suspend or revoke a license, it shall 
set forth its findings of fact, the evidence from which such findings of 
fact are made, and the reasons upon which its action is based. Any 
licensee whose license is revoked by the board shall be ineligible to have 
a license under this Act, until the expiration of one year from the date 
such license was revoked. 


SECTION 15. Tax on sale of table wine — 


(a) Levy.—There is hereby levied in addition to the license taxes 
provided for by this Act and municipal and county license taxes and in 
addition to any marked-up price made by the board on wine sold by 
liquor stores a privilege or excise tax measured by and graduated in 
accordance with the volume of sales of table wine, and shall be an 
amount equal to $1.15 for each fluid gallon or, if bottled according to the 
metric standard of measure, to 301/3¢ per liter to be collected from 
the purchaser by a liquor store or by a licensed retailer on the basis of 
the ratio of the size or measure of the container sold to one fluid gallon or 
one liter rounded to the nearest higher i¢. 


(b) Collection.—The tax levied by subsection (a) of this Section 
shall be collected by the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board and 
said tax shall be added to the sales price of all table wine sold, and 
shall be collected from the purchasers. Where table wine is sold or 
handled by licensees, then the board may collect the tax from every 
person licensed under this Act who sells or stores or receives for the pur- 
pose of distribution to any person, firm, club or association within the 
State of Alabama any table wine. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm, corporation, club or association who is required to pay the tax in 
the first instance to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect 
from the purchaser the required amount of tax, it being the intent and 
purpose of this provision that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the 
consumer, The person, firm, corporation, club or association who pays 
the tax in the first instance is acting as an agent of the state for the 
collection and payment of the tax and as such may not collect a tax for 
any other level of government. 


The tax hereby levied shail be collected by a monthly return which 
shall be filed not later than the twentieth day of each month by the 
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wholesalers with the board, on a form prescribed by the board showing 
receipts by the wholesalers for manufacturers for the preceding month 
and the tax due thereon; and the taxes due shall be remitted to the board 
along with the return. The board may in its discretion direct that stamps 
purchased at cost from the board be affixed to the cartons, bottles or 
containers as a means of identification. 


The board shall have the authority to examine the books and records 
of any person, firm, corporation, club or association who sells, stores or 
receives for the purpose of distribution, any wine, to determine the 
accuracy of any return required to be filed with the board. 


(ec) Disposition of proceeds.—The proceeds of the tax levied by 
subsection (a) of this Section shall be paid into the state treasury to be 
distributed as follows: 


(1) Twenty cents (20¢) per gallon or five and one-fourth (514¢) 
per liter, according to the standard of measure used in bottling, shall he 
credited to the county in which the table wine was sold at retail and 
shall be apportioned among and paid on or before the 15th day of each 
month as a local tax to the governing body of said county and the wet 
municipalities therein, as follows: to each wet municipality therein on 
the basis of the ratio of the population of each such wet municipality to 
vee population of said county, with the county to receive the 
residue. 


(2) The remainder of the proceeds of the tax collected and re- 
mitted to the board by wholesale licensees shall be credited as net profits 
from operation of the ABC board to be distributed as provided by law. 


(3) Three-sevenths of the balance of the proceeds shall be credited 
to the general fund of the state. 


(4) Three-sevenths of the balance of the proceeds shall be credited 
to the public welfare trust fund and shall be used for general welfare 
purposes and is hereby appropriated therefor. As used in this Section, 
the phrase “general welfare purposes” means: 


(i) The administration of public assistance as set out in sections 
38-2-5 and 38-4-1; Title 38, Code of Alabama 1975; 


(ii) Services, including supplementation and supplementary serv- 
ices under the federal Social Security Act, to or on behalf of persons to 
whom such public assistance may be given under sections 38-2-5 and 
38-4-1; Title 38, Code of Alabama 1975; 


(iii) Services to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or de- 
linquent children; and 


(iv) Investigative and referral services to and on behalf of needy 
persons. 


(5) One-seventh of the balance of the proceeds shall be credited 
to a special fund designated as the Alabama special mental health fund, 
and shall be used only for mental health purposes, including the pre- 
vention of mental illness, the care and treatment of the mentally ill and 
the mentally deficient, and the acquisition, equipment, operation and 
maintenance of facilities for mental health purposes and is hereby 
appropriated therefor. 


(d) The tax herein levied is exclusive and shall be in lieu of all 
other and additional taxes state, county or municipality, imposed on or 
measured by the sale of table wine; provided that nothing herein con-

tained shall be construed to exempt the retail sale of table wine from 
the levy of tax on general retail sales by the state, county or municipal- 
ity in the nature of, or in lieu of, a general sales tax. 


(e) The tax levied by subsection (a) of this Section shall not be 
imposed upon the sale, trade or barter of table wine by one licensed 
wholesaler to another wholesaler licensed to sell and handle table wine 
in this state, which transaction is hereby made exempt from said tax; 
provided, however, the board may require written reporting of any 
such transaction in such form as the board may prescribe. 


SECTION 16. Regulations of board; evidence.—The board may 
from time to time make such regulations not inconsistent with this Act 
and the purpose and intention thereof as it shall deem necessary for 
carrying out the provisions of this Act, and from time to time alter, 
repeal or amend such regulations, or any of them. 


Prima facie evidence of any such regulation may be given in all 
courts and proceedings by the i perpedes of what purports to be an 
official printed copy of such regulation, alteration, repeal or amendment. 


SECTION 17. Sales by Manufacturers—No manufacturer shall sell 
any table wine direct to any retailer or for consumption on the premises 
where sold, nor sell or deliver any such table wine in other than original 
containers, nor shall any manufacturer maintain or operate within this 
state any place or places, other than the place or places covered by his 
ee license where table wine is sold or where orders therefor are 
taken. 


SECTION 18. Sales by Wholesalers—-No wine wholesaler shall 
purchase, receive or resell any table wine except in the original con- 
tainer as prepared for the market by the manufacturer. 


SECTION 19. Sales by Retailers.—No wine retailer shall purchase 
or receive any table wine except from the board or from wine whole- 
salers duly licensed under this Act. All table wines must be received by 
the wine retailer in original containers as prepared for the market by 
the manufacturer. Wine retailers may sell or dispense at retail to be 
consumed off the premises only. On-premises retail licensees may break 
the bulk upon the licensed premises and sell or dispense at retail for 
consumption upon the premises, and may sell or dispense at retail in 
original containers to be consumed on or off the premises. 


SECTION 20. Unlawful Acts and Offenses.—It shall be unlawful: 


A. (1) For any wine manufacturer or wine wholesaler, or the ser- 
vants, agents or employees of the same, to sell, trade or barter in table 
wine between the hours of nine o’clock P. M. of any Saturday and six 
o’ciock A. M. of the following Monday. 


(2) For any licensee to sell, furnish or give away table wine to 
any person visibly intoxicated or to any insane person or any minor, or 
to habitual drunkards, or persons of known intemperate habits. 


(3) For any retail licensee to sell, serve, furnish or give away or 
knowingly permit any person to sell, serve, furnish or give away on the 
ee premises, any table wine to any person in any public place on 

unday. 


(4) For any licensee to fail to keep for a period of at least three 
years, complete and_ truthful records covering the operation of his 
license and particularly showing the date of all purchases of table wine, 
the actual price paid therefore and the name of the vendor or to refuse 
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the board or any authorized employee of the board access thereto or the 
opportunity to make copies of the same when the request is made during 
business hours. 


(5) For any licensee to refuse the board or any of its authorized 
employees the right to completely inspect the entire licensed premises 
- any time during which the premises are open for the transaction of 

usiness, 


(6) For any licensee to be directly or indirectly employed by any 
other licensee engaged in the manufacture, storage, transportation or 
sale of table wine. 


(7) For any licensee to knowingly sell any table wine to any 
person engaged in the business of illegally selling liquor, wine or malt 
or brewed beverages. 


(8) For any person to manufacture, transport or import any table 
wine into Alabama, except in accordance with the reasonable rules and 
regulations of the board. Provided, however, that this provision shall not 
be construed to prohibit the transportation of table wines through the 
state or any dry county and not for delivery therein if such transporta- 
he Fa eae in accordance with the reasonable rules and regulations of 
the board. 


(9) For any person, firm, corporation, partnership or association 
who has not been licensed so to do under the appropriate provisions of 
this Act, to sell, offer for sale or have in possession for sale, any table 
wine. Any table wine so possessed, maintained or kept shall be contra- 
band and subject to condemnation and confiscation as contraband 
alcohol as provided by law. 


(10) For any person licensed to sell table wine to offer or give any- 
thing of value as a premium for the return of caps, stoppers, corks, 
stamps or labels taken from any bottle, case, barrel or package containing 
such table wine, or to offer to give anything of value as a premium or 
present to induce the purchase of such table wine or for any other pur- 
pose whatsoever in connection with the sale of such table wine. Pro- 
vided, however, this provision shall not apply to the return of any 
moneys, specifically deposited for the return of the original containers 
to the owners thereof. 


(11) For any licensee or transporter for hire to transport any table 
wine except in the original container, and for any transporter to trans- 
port any table wine in Alabama, unless such transporter shall hold a 
permit issued by the board. 


(12) For any manufacturer or wholesaler to deliver any table wine 
excepting in vehicles bearing the name and address and permit number 
of such manufacturer or wholesaler painted or affixed on each side of 
such vehicle in letters no smaller than four inches in height. 


Any violation of any of the subsections or provisions of this section 
shall be a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not less than fifty dollars, 
not more than five hundred dollars, to which, at the discretion of the 
court or judge trying the case, may be added imprisonment in the 
county jail or at hard labor for the county for not more than six months 
for the first conviction; and on the second conviction of a violation of 
this subsection, the offense shall, in addition to a fine within the limits 
above named, be punishable by imprisonment or at hard labor for the 
county for not less than three months nor more than six months to be 
imposed by the court or judge trying the case; and, on the third and 
every subsequent conviction of a violation of this subsection, the offense

shall, in addition to a fine within the limits above named, be punishable 
by imprisonment or at hard_labor for the county for not less than six 
months nor more than twelve months. 


SECTION 21. Interlocking businesses and interest prohibited.—No 
manufacturer and no officer or director of any manufacturer shall, at 
the same time, be a wine wholesaler or retailer, or an officer, director or 
stockholder or creditor of anyy wine wholesaler or retailer, nor except as 
hereinafter provided, be the owner, proprietor or lessor of any place 
covered directly or indirectly by any wine wholesaler’s license or wine 
retailer’s license or other retail license authorizing the sale of wine in 
this state. 


No wine wholesaler and no officer or director of any wine whole- 
saler shall at the same time be a manufacturer or wine retailer, or be an 
officer, director, stockholder or creditor of a manufacturer or wine re- 
tailer, or be the owner, proprietor or lessor of any place covered by any 
retail table wine license. 


No licensee licensed under this Act, shall directly or indirectly own 
any stock of, or have any financial interest in, any other class of busi- 
ness licensed under this Act. 


Excepting as hereinafter provided, no wine manufacturer or whole- 
saler shall in any wise be interested, either directly or indirectly in the 
ownership or leasehold of any property, or in any mortgage against the 
same, for which a liquor or wine retailer’s license is granted; nor shall a 
wine manufacturer or wholesaler either directly or indirectly, lend any 
moneys, credit or equivalent thereof to any retailer in equipping, fitting 
out or maintaining and conducting, either in whole or in part, an es- 
tablishment or business operated under a wine retailer’s or liquor retail 
dispensers’ license, excepting only the usual and customary credits 
allowed for returning packages or containers in which table wine was 
packed for market by the manufacturer. 


Excepting as hereinafter provided, no manufacturer shall in any 
wise be interested, directly or indirectly, in the ownership or leasehold 
of any property, or any mortgage lien against the same, for which a wine 
wholesaler’s license is granted, nor shall a manufacturer, either directly 
or indirectly, lend any moneys, credit or their equivalent to any wine 
wholesaler in equipping, fitting out, or maintaining and conducting, 
either in whole or in part, an establishment or business where table 
wines are licensed for sale by a wine wholesaler, excepting only the usual 
credits allowed for the return of packages or containers in which table 
wines were originally packed for the market by the manufacturer. 


No wine wholesaler or retailer shall in any wise, either directly or 
indirectly, receive any credit, loan, moneys or the equivalent thereof 
from any other licensee, or from or through a subsidiary or affiliate of 
another licensee or from an firm, association, or corporation, except 
banking institution in which another licensee or any officer, director or 
firm member or another licensee has a substantial interest or exercises 
a control of its business policy for equipping, fitting out, payment of 
license fee, maintaining and conducting, either in whole or in part, an 
establishment or business operated under a wine wholesaler’s or re- 
tailer’s license, excepting only the usual and customary credits allowed 
for the return of packages or containers in which table wines were 
packed for the market by the manufacturer. 


The purpose of this section is to require a separation of the financial 
and business interest between the various classes of business regulated 
by this Act, and no person or corporation shall by any device whatsoever, 
directly or indirectly, evade the provisions of this section. 
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SECTION 22. Advertising—No sign of any kind advertising table 
wine shall be displayed outside any retail place of business. Radio, tele- 
vision, newspaper, magazine, billboard and commercial vehicle used 
for transportation of table wine may be used to advertise table wine in 
accordance with rules and regulations issued by the board. No other 
advertising of table wine shall be permitted, except in accordance with 
rules and regulations issued by the board. Provided, however, that there 
shall be no advertising of table wine on billboards located in “dry” coun- 
ties as defined in Chapter 2, Title 28, Code of Alabama 1975, 


SECTION 23. Severability—-The provisions of this Act are sever- 
able. If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


SECTION 24. Repealer.—All laws or parts of laws which conflict or 
are inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 25. Statutes inapplicable—The taxes imposed by 
§§ 28-3-200, 28-3-201, 28-3-202 and 28-3-203, Code of Alabama 1975, do 
not apply to the sale of table wine; nor do the taxes imposed in lieu 
thereof by the general laws of local application and local laws relating to 
table wine heretofore passed by the Legislature, which laws are hereby 
repealed by Section 24 hereof. 


SECTION 26. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
Pasaee and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Parks from annexation by municipalities; to exempt Industrial Parks 
from being included in the police jurisdiction of municipalities; and to 
confirm the rights and responsibilities of county commissions, including 
the right of taxation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Subject to the written approval of the owners of one 
hundred percent (100%) in interest based on assessed value for ad 
valorem tax purposes of each ten (10) acres, or the part thereof to be 
included in the proposed Industrial Park, the county commission of any 
county in the state of Alabama may establish Industrial Parks composed 
of territory wholly within the county boundaries and without the 
boundaries of any municipality. Any person, firm or corporation who 
desires to obtain a designation of an area as an Industrial Park shall 
file a petition with the county commission of the county wherein the 
property is located requesting that the county commission designate the 
area proposed as an Industrial Park, and include with such petition the 
consent of the land owners as above required.

Section 6. Those industries located within the boundaries of any

or as a group the following services usually provided by county or local 
governments:

8. Wharf and dock facilities, where applicable. 


Agreements between the industries located within the boundaries 
of an Industrial Park and the county commission and/or any municipality 
or municipalities located nearby may be made for mutual police and 
fire protection, water service or any other service. No Industrial Park 
shall be subject to municipal annexation, nor shall it be considered as a 
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part of the police jurisdiction of any municipality. All Industrial Parks 
shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the sheriff amd courts of the 
county in which they are located in the same manner that cities and 


towns are subject to such jurisdiction. 


All Industrial Parks so created shall include provision for access 
by public road to any and all entrances to the premises of each and every 
plant in such area which entrances are provided for use by employees 
of such company, or for use by employees of independent contractors 
working on such premises, or for delivery of materiais or supplies, other 
than by rail or water transportation to such premises. 


Section 7. The county commission may abolish an Industrial Park

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Definitions: 


(a) “Disseminate” means to sell, lend, or show for monetary 
consideration or to offer or agree to do the same. 


(b) “Display publicly’ means the exposing, placing, posting, ex- 
hibiting, or in any fashion displaying in any location, whether public 
or private, an item in such a matter that it may be readily seen and its 
content or characted distinquished by normal unaided vision viewing 
it from a public thoroughfare, depot or vehicle. 


(c) “Public thoroughfare, depot or vehicle’ means any street, 
highway, park, depot or transportation platform or other place, whether 
indoors or out, or any vehicle for public transportation, owned or 
operated by government, either directly or through a public corporation 
or authority, or owned or operated by any agency of public transporta- 
tion that is designed for the use, enjoyment or transportation of the 
general public. 


_. (d) “Knowingly” means a person knowingly disseminates or pub- 
licly displays obscene matter when the person knows the nature of the 
matter. A person knows the nature of the matter when either of the 
following circumstances exist: 


(i) The person is aware of the character and content of the matter, 
or 


(ii) The person recklessly disregards circumstances suggesting the 
character and content of the matter. 


(e) “Sado-masochistic abuse” means either of the following: 


(i) Flagellation or torture, for the purpose of sexual stimulation, by 
or upon a person who is nude or clad in undergarments or in a reveiling 
or bizarre costume. 


(ii) The condition of a person who is nude or clad in under- 
garments or in a revealing or bizarre costume being fettered, bound or 
otherwise physically restrained for the purpose of sexual stimulation. 


(f) “Sexual excitement” means the condition of human male or 
female genitals when in a state of sexual stimulation. 


(g) “Sexual intercourse’ means intercourse, real or simulated, 
whether genital-genital, oral-genital, anal-genital, or oral-anal, whether 
Deere persons of the same or opposite sex or between a human and an 
animal. 


(h) “Masturbation” means manipulation, by hand or instrument, 
of the human genitals, whether one’s own or another’s for the purpose 
of sexual stimulation. 
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(i) “Other sexual conduct” means any touching of the genitals, 
public areas or buttocks of the human male or female, or the breasts of 
the female, whether alone or between members of the same or opposite 
sex or between humans and animals in an act of apparent sexual stimu- 
lation or gratification. 


(j) “Nudity” means the lewd showing of the genitals or public 
areas, or the lewd showing of the post-pubertal human female breasts 
below a point immediately above the top of the areola, or the lewd 
showing of covered human male genitals in a discernibly turgid state. 
For purposes of this definition, a female breast is considered uncovered 
if the nipple only or the nipple and the areola only are uncovered. 


(k) “Matter” means any book, magazine, mewspaper or other 
printed or written material, or any picture, drawing, photograph, motion 
picture, or other pictorial representation or electrical or electronic re- 
production or any other articles, equipment, machines or materials. 


(1). “Obscene” when used to describe matter depicting acts of sado- 
masochistic abuse, sexual intercourse, sexual excitement, masturbation, 
nudity, or other sexual conduct means such matter which: 


(i) Applying contemporary local community standards, on the 
whole, appeals to the prurient interest and 


(ii) Applying a contemporary local community standard, is patent- 
ly offensive, and 


_ Gii) On the whole, lacks serious literary, artistic, political, or 
scientific value. 


_(m) “Local community” means the judicial circuit in which the 
indictment is brought. 


Section 2. Any person who shall knowingly disseminate or dis- 
play publicly any obscene matter displaying or depicting in any way a 
person under the age of seventeen years engaged in or involved in any 
way in any act of sado-masochistic abuse, sexual intercourse, sexual 
excitement, masturbation, nudity or other sexual conduct shall be guilty 
of a Class C felony. 


Section 3. Any person who knowingly possesses with intent to 
disseminate any obscene matter displaying or depicting in any way a 
person under the age of seventeen years engaged in or involved in any 
way in any act of sado-masochistic abuse, sexual intercourse, sexual 
excitement, masturbation, nudity or other sexual conduct shall be 
guilty of a Class C felony. Possession of six or more copies of the same 
obscene material is prima facie evidence of possession with intent to 
disseminate the same. 


Section 4. (a) In proving that any person displayed or depicted 
in any obscene matter as being engaged in or involved in any act set out 
in Sections 2 and 3 above is under the age of seventeen years, the state 
is not required to introduce into evidence a birth certificate, produce 
testimony as to the date of birth of such person or produce testimony of 
any person who knows or is acquainted with the person alleged to be 
under the age of seventeen years. 


(b) A jury, or the court if a jury trial is waived, may infer from 
the following factors whether or not the person displayed or depicted 
in any obscene matter is under the age of seventeen years: 7 


(i) The general body growth and bone structure of the person; 
(ii) The development of pubic hair or body hair on the person; 
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(iii) The development of the person’s sexual organs; 


(iv) The context in which the person is placed by any accom- 
panying printed or text material ; 


(v) Any expert testimony as to the degree of maturity of the 
person. 


(c) The existence of any or all of the factors listed in Subsection 
(b) above shall not operate to change the requirement that before any 
conviction may be had the State must convince the factfinder beyond a 
reasonable doubt that the persom displayed or depicted in the obscene 
matter is under the age of seventeen years. 


Section 5. The state shall not be required to establish the identity, 
either in the indictment or in any subsequent proceeding, of the person 
alleged to be under the age of seventeen years who is displayed or 
depicted in any obsecene matter as being engaged in any of the acts 
described in Sections 2 and 3 above. 


Section 6. Where the circumstances of the dissemination or public 
display of the obscene matter indicates that it is being commercially 
exploited by the defendant for the sake of its prurient appeal, such evi- 
dence may be probative in determining whether the matter appeals to 
the prurient interest, is patently offensive and lacks serious literary, 
artistic, political and scientific value. 


Section 7. Any parent or guardian who knowingly permits or al- 
lows any person under the age of seventeen years to engage in the pro- 
duction of any obscene matter displaying or depicting in any way such 
person under the age of seventeen years engaged in or involved in any 
way in any act of sado-masochistic abuse, sexual excitement, masturba-~- 
tion, nudity or other sexual conduct shall be guilty of a Class B felony. 


Section 8. Any person who knowingly films, prints, records, photo- 
graphs, or otherwise produces any obscene matter displaying or depict- 
ing in any way a person under the age of seventeen years engaged in 
or involved in any way in any act of sado-masochistic abuse, sexual 
intercourse, sexual excitement, masturbation, nudity or other sexual 
conduct shall be guilty of a Class A felony. 


Section 9. Any article, equipment, machine, materials, matter, ve- 
hicle, or other thing whatsoever used in the production, transportation, 
dissemination, display, or storage of any obscene matter displaying or 
depicting a person under the age of seventeen years shall be contraband 
and shall be forfeited to the State of Alabama. The manner, method, and 
procedure for the forfeiture and condemnation of such thing shall be 
the same as that provided by law for the confiscation or condemnation 
or forfeiture of automobiles, conveyances, or vehicles in which alcoholic 
beverages are illegally transported. 


Section 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not effect the part which remains. 


Section 11. This act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize counties and incorporated municipalities in this state 
to form a regional, nonprofit, public corporation which will provide for 
the temporary care and custody of youths who have been placed under 
the jurisdiction of a juvenile court; to provide for the chartering and 
general organizational structure of such corporation; to authorize gov- 
erning bodies of such counties and municipalities to appropriate monies

tion of any of such corporation’s facilities and prograrms and to provide 
certain tax exemptions for such corporation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1, The following words and phrases used in this Act, and 
others evidently intended as the equivalent thereof, shall, in the absence 
of clear implication herein otherwise, be given the following respective 
interpretations herein: 


“Alabama Department of Youth Services” means the state depart- 
ment of that name or any other department created by the legislature in 
lieu of said department. 


“Board of Directors” means that body of persons selected in accor- 
dance with the articles of incorporation and bylaws of a corporation 
formed pursuant to this Act. 


“County” means any county in this state. 


“Facilities” means structures, equipment, and furnishings, or any 
other part or combination thereof which are used, useful, or capable of 
use, and the use thereof in connection with the implementation and 
operation of programs as defined herein. 


“Governing Body” means a county commission, board of revenue, 
or other like governing body of a county; or the council, commission, 
or other like governing body of an incorporated municipality. 


“Programs” means the use of various behavioral programs in the 
care and supervision of children. All programs are to be in compliance 
with the minimum standards as established by the Alabama Department 
of Youth Services as defined herein. 


Section 2. All counties and incorporated municipalities in this 
state are hereby authorized and empowered to form regional, non- 
profit, public corporations which shall provide for the temporary care 
and custody of youths who have been placed under the jurisdiction of a 
juvenile court. 


Section 3. Any corporation so created, shall be a public, nonprofit 
corporation and may be organized as a successor to presently existing 
juvenile facilities and programs. Members in presently existing cor- 
porations shall automatically retain membership in any successor cor- 
poration formed after the passage of this Act. 


Section 4. The service area of such corporation shall be those 
present and future Alabama counties who are members of a corpora- 
tion formed for the purpose of providing temporary care and custody 
to those children who are placed with the corporation by order of a 
judge exercising juvenile court jurisdiction, or otherwise placed under 
the authority of existing law. 


Section 5. Such corporation shail be governed by a board of di- 
rectors selected from member counties or municipalities, as the case 
may be, as may be specified in the bylaws of the corporation. The 
board of directors shall hold regular quarterly meetings and such meet- 
ings as may be called from time to time by the chairman of the board 
who shall be selected in accordance with procedure as outlined in the 
bylaws. The annual meetng of the corporation shall be held in con- 
junction with the last board of directors meeting in the calendar year. 
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Section 6. Pursuant to the provisions of this Act, such corporation, 
in acting through the board of directors, shall have all the powers of a 
corporation as granted by the laws of Alabama. 


Section 7. The articles of incorporation of such corporation may 
be amended as specified in the articles of incorporation. 


Section 8. Any governing body in the state as defined in this Act 
may submit a letter of application to the corporation’s chairman of the 
board of directors. Said letter shall be in compliance with admission 
procedures as established by the board. Upon approval of a majority 
of board members present at a regularly scheduled board meeting, new 
members shall be admitted into the corporation and the number of 
elie representing that body will be determined by the existing 

oard. 


Section 9. All governing bodies, as defined in this Act, are hereby 
authorized to appropriate and pay over to the corporation, a respective 
share of the costs Of operation of the facilities and programs of said 
corporation, and the construction, renovation, or operation of any 
future facility or programs as determined by the board of directors. 


Section 10. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to mean that the 
facilities and programs, provided for herein, are to be under the con- 
trol or direction of any person other than the board of directors, who 
shall require the facilities and programs of the corporation to be in 
compliance with the minimum standards of construction, maintenance, 
and operation adopted by state regulatory agencies and laws of the 
state of Alabama. 


Section 11. Such corporation, authorized herein, and its property, 
including bonds, conveyances, mortgages, leases, and all income from 
such property, and operation of programs shall be exempt from all 
taxation that shall be imposed on said corporation for the privilege of 
engaging in any of the activities authorized by this Act. 


Section 12. Such corporation, authorized herein, shall come into 
being upon the filing of the articles of incorporation with the office of 
Probate Judge in the county in which its principle facility is located. 


Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
Dareuee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a Jaw.

H. J. R. 575. WHEREAS, Troy State University is currently cele- 
brating its ninety-first year of service to the people of the State of

‘TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 40-20-2 and 40-20-8, so as 
to increase the rate of tax; to provide further for distribution of the pro- 
ceeds of the tax; and to provide certain exemptions from the increased 
rate. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 40-20-2, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“§ 40-20-2. (a) There is hereby levied, to be collected hereafter, as 
herein provided, annual privilege taxes upon every person engaging or 
continuing to engage within the State of Alabama in the business of 
producing or severing oil or gas as defined herein, from the soil or the 
waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters, of the state for sale, 
transport, storage, profit, or for use. The amount of such tax shall be 
measured at the rate of five six per centum of the gross value of said oil 
or gas at the point of production until October 1, 1978, at which time the 
rate of such tax shall decrease to four per centum which shall be the 
applicable rate thereafter. All wells producing less than 26 barrels of 
oil per day shall be taxed at the rate of four per centum (4%) of the 
gross value of said oil or gas at the point of production. All wells that 
come into production after the effective date of this Act shall be taxed 
at the rate of four per centum (4%) of the gross value of said oil or gas 
at the point of production for a period of three years after such effective 
date. Three years after the effective date, such tax shall then be imposed 
at the rate of six per centum (6%) on such wells that go into production 
within three years after the effective date of this Act. (b) The tax is 
hereby levied upon the basis of the entire production in this state, in- 
cluding what is known as the royalty interest, on which production the 
amount of such tax shall be a lien, regardless of the place of sale or to 
whom sold, or by whom used, or the fact that the delivery may be made 
to points outside the state; and the tax shall accrue at the time such oil 
or gas is severed from the soil or the waters, or from beneath the soil or 
the waters, and in its natural, unrefined, or unmanufactured condition. 
(c) A county, city, town or municipality of the state of Alabama shall not 
establish, levy, impose or collect as a condition of doing business or 
otherwise, any tax, fee, license or charge, whatsoever, directly or in- 
directly, on or with respect to the production, treating, processing, owner- 
ship, sale, storage, purchase, marketing, or transportation on any oil or 
gas produced in the state of Alabama and on which severance taxes have 
been paid to the state of Alabama, or upon the business of producing, 
treating, processing, owning, selling, buying, storing, marketing or trans- 
porting such oil, or gas or upon the ownership, operation or maintenance 
of plants, facilities, machinery, pipe lines, gathering lines or any equip- 
ment, whatsoever, which are, or may be necessary of convenient to the 
production, treating, processing, ownership, storage, sale, purchase, 
marketing, or transportation of such oil or gas; provided, that nothing 
herein shall be construed to prohibit, limit or restrict a county, city, 
town or municipality from imposing and collecting ad valorem taxes on 
any property, real or personal not otherwise now exempted by law; 
further, the limitation herein imposed upon counties, cities, towns and 
municipalities shall not apply to any county, city, town or municipality 
which does not receive a share of the severance tax under the pro- 
visions of this article. (d) Nothing contained herein shall be deemed to 
limit or to enlarge the authority of a county, city, town or municipality 
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to levy taxes or licenses on oil refining facilities located therein or on the 
suppliers of services or goods not including oil or gas to those persons 
engaging in the business of producing, treating, processing, owning, 
selling, buying, storing, marketing or transporting such oil or gas.” 


Section 2. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 40-20-8, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“$ 40-20-8. (a) Sixty-six and two thirds per centum (66%%) of 
the net amount of all taxes herein levied and collected by the depart- 
ment, after the same has been certified into the state treasury, shall be 
allocated and distributed by the comptroller to the credit of the general 
fund of the state and to the county in which the oil or gas was produced 
and to the municipalities therein in the proportion set out in the following 
schedule: (1) Twenty-five per centum (25%) of all taxes herein levied 
and collected on oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells located 
within any county, shall be allocated and distributed to each such 
county for county purposes or to be expended at the discretion of the 
county governing body. In all counties having a population of not less 
than 34,875, nor more than_ 36,000, according to the 1970 federal decen- 
nial census, such funds shall be allocated and distributed to the boards 
of education of the public schools in such counties on a pro rata basis as 
established by the number of children in net enrollment in the public 
schools during the prior school attendance year. In all counties having 
a population of not less than 16,000, nor more than 16,250, according to 
the 1970 federal decennial census, such funds shall be allocated and 
distributed as follows: Each year the first $150,000 shall be paid to the 
custodian of the county school funds and after the payment of said 
$150,000 each year the balance of said funds shall be divided and paid 
1/3 to the custodian of the county school funds and 2/3 to the custodian 
of the county general funds. (2) Ten percent (10%) of all taxes herein 
levied and collected on oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells lo- 
cated within the corporate limits or the police jurisdiction of any mu- 
nicipality shall be allocated and distributed to each such municipality. 
(3) Fifty percent (50%) of the first one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars ($150,000.00) remaining, or any part thereof, collected per year 
under the provisions of this article to the state; forty-two and one-half 
percent (4214%) to the county; and seven and one-half percent (744%) to 
municipalities therein on a population basis. (4) Eighty-four per centum 
(84%) of all additional sums collected per year under the provisions of 
this article to the state; fourteen per centum (14%) to the county; and 
two per centum (2%) to municipalities therein on a population basis. 


“(b) Sixteen and two-thirds per centum (16-2/3%) of the net amount 
of all taxes herein levied and collected by the department shall be certi- 
fied into the state treasury to the credit of the state General Fund. 


“Sixteen and two thirds per centum (16-2/3%) of the net amount 
of all taxes herein levied and collected by the department on oil and gas 
produced from oil or gas wells located within any county, shall be al- 
located and distributed to each such county for county purposes to be 
expended at the discretion of the county governing body. 


“(c) All monies paid into the general fund of the state pursuant to 
this section shall be kept in a separate account and expended only for the 
Medicaid program.”

To amend Section 40-20-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975 so as to 
increase the tax rate from 4% of gross value to 6% of gross value and 
to amend Section 40-20-8 of the Code of Alabama 1975 so as to provide 
that the increased collection shall be divided 50% to the counties in 
which the oil or gas is severed and 50% to the state general fund; to 
provide that such tax increase shall not apply to any well producing 
less than 26 barrels of oil per day; and to pee that the tax in- 
crease provided for by this act shall not apply to any new well that 
comes into production within a period of three years after the effective 
date of this act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 40-20-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 40-20-2. (a) There is hereby levied, to be collected here- 
after, as herein provided, annual privilege taxes upon every person en- 
gaging or continuing to engage within the state of Alabama in the 
business of producing or severing oil or gas as defined herein, from 
the soil or the waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters, of the 
state for sale, transport, storage, profit, or for use. The amount of such 
tax at all wells producing 30 barrels of oil per day and less shall be 
measured at the rate of four per centum (4%) of the gross value of said 
oil or gas at the point of production. In all cases of production of oil from 
unit operations as authorized and approved by the state oil and gas 
board of Alabama, for purposes of computing the per well production 
aforesaid, the aggregate production of oil from the entire unit shall be di- 
vided by the number of wells within the unit, including wells utilized 
in unit operations, and the quotient thereof shall be deemed and de- 
clared to be the number of barrels of oil produced from each well in 
such unit regardless of the actual amount of oil per day produced from 
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the well, if any. All wells except those producing 30 barrels of oil per 
day and less that come into production after the effective date of this 
Act shall be taxed at the rate of four per centum (4%) of the gross 
value of said oil or gas at the point of production for a period of three 
years after such effective date. Three years after the effective date, 
such tax shall then be imposed at the rate of six per centum (6%) on 
such wells producing more than 30 barrels of oil per day that go into 
production within three years after the effective date of this Act. The 
amount of such tax at all other wells shall be measured at the rate of 
five six per centum of the gross value of said oil or gas at the point of 
production until October 1, 1973, at which time the rate of such tax 
spall decrease to four per cent which shall be the applicable rate there- 
ter. 


“(b) The tax is hereby levied upon the basis of the entire pro- 
duction in this state, including what is known as the royalty interest, on 
which production the amount of such tax shall be a lien, regardless of 
the place of sale or to whom sold, or by whom used, or the fact that the 
delivery may be made to points outside the state; and the tax shall accrue 
at the time such oil or gas is severed from the soil or the waters, or from 
beneath the soil or the waters, and in its natural, unrefined, or un- 
manufactured condition. (c) A county, city, town or municipality of the 
state of Alabama shall not establish, levy, impose or collect as a condi- 
tion of doing business or otherwise, any tax, fee, license or charge, what- 
soever, directly or indirectly, on or with respect to the production, 
treating, processing, ownership, sale, storage, purchase, marketing, or 
transportation on any oil or gas produced in the state of Alabama and 
on which severance taxes have been paid to the state of Alabama, or 
upon the business of producing, treating, processing, owning, selling, 
buying, storing, marketing or transporting such oil, or gas or upon the 
ownership, operation or maintenance of plants, facilities, machinery, 
pipe lines, gathering lines or any equipment, whatsoever, which are, 
or maybe necessary or convenient to the production, treating, pro- 
cessing, ownership, storage, sale, purchase, marketing, or transporta- 
tion of such oil or gas; provided, however, that nothing herein shall be 
construed to prohibit, limit or restrict a county, city, town or munici- 
pality from imposing and collecting ad valorem taxes on any property, 
real or personal not otherwise now exempted by law; further, the limita- 
tion herein imposed upon counties, cities, towns and municipalities shall 
not apply to any county, city, town or municipality which does not re- 
ceive a share of the severance tax under the provisions of this chapter. 
(d) Nothing contained herein shall be deemed to limit or to enlarge the 
authority of a county, city, town or municipality to levy taxes or licenses 
on oil refining facilities located therein or on the suppliers of services or 
goods not including oil or gas to those persons engaging in the business 
of producing, treating, processing, owning, selling, buying, storing, 
marketing or transporting such oil or gas. (e) Any person who is a 
royalty owner with one-eighth (%) interest or less shall be exempt 
from the payment of taxes herein levied and shall not be liable therefor. 
The taxes exempted to said royalty owners shall be due from and paid 
by the producers of the oil and gas.” 


Section 2. Section 40-20-8 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 40-20-8. Sixty-six and two thirds per centum (66 %%) of 
the net amount of all taxes herein levied and collected by the department, 
after the same has been certified into the state treasury, shall be allocated 
and distributed by the comptroller to the credit of the general fund of 
the state and to the county in which the oil or gas was produced and to 
the municipalities therein in the proportion set out in the following 
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schedule: (a) Twenty-five per centum (25%) of all taxes herein levied 
and collected on oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells located within 
any county, shall be allocated and distributed to each such county for 
county purposes or to be expended at the discretion of the county govern- 
ing body in all counties having a population of not less than 34,875, nor 
more than 36,000 according to the 1970 federal decennial census, such 
funds shall be allocated and distributed to the boards of education of 
the public schools in such counties on a pro rata basis as established by 
the number of children in net enrollment in the public schools during 
the prior school attendance year. In all counties having a population of 
not less than 16,000 nor more than 16,250, according to the 1970 federal 
decennial census, such funds shall be allocated and distributed as fol- 
lows: Each year the first $150,000 shall be paid to the custodian of the 
county school funds and after the payment of said $150,000 each year the 
balance of said funds shall be divided and paid 1/3 to the custodian of 
the county school funds and 2/3 to the custodian of the county general 
funds. (b) Ten percent (10%) of all taxes herein levied and collected on 
oil and gas produced from oil or gas wells located within the corporate 
limits or the police jurisdiction of any municipality shall be allocated and 
distributed to each such municipality. (c) Fifty percent (50%) of the 
first one hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00) remaining, or 
any part thereof, collected per year under the provisions of this chapter 
to the state, forty-two and one-half percent (4242%) to the county, and 
seven and one-half percent (744%) to municipalities therein on a popula- 
tion basis. (d) Eighty-four per centum (84%) of all additional sums 
collected per year under the provisions of this chapter to the state, 
fourteen per centum (14%) to the county, and two per centum (2%) to 
municipalities therein on a population basis. 


“Sixteen and two-thirds per centum (1634%) of the net amount of all 
taxes herein and collected by the department shall be certified into the 
state treasury to the credit of the state general fund to be expended for 
the medicaid program. 


“Sixteen and two thirds per centum (16%4%) of the net amount of 
all taxes herein levied and collected by the department on oil and gas 
produced from oil or gas wells located within any county, shall be al- 
located and distributed to each such county for county purposes to be 
expended at the discretion of the county governing body.” 


Section 3. This act shall become effective on the first day of the 
second month after its passage and approval by the Governor or its 
otherwise becoming a law.

They shall transmit, or cause to be transmitted, annually, to 
the Superintendent of Education for the State of Alabama, or be by him 
laid before the Legislature, a full statement of their receipts and dis- 
bursements during the year, and such further information and statistics 
of their transaction as the said superintendent may require.”

Section 2. Each licensee of the City of Dothan under the provisions 
of this act shall, in order to be eligible for said license, meet all of the 
licensing prerequisites and requirements of the general laws of the 
State of Alabama, and the rules and regulations of the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board. It shall be unlawful for any licensee of the 
City of Dothan, licensed pursuant to the provisions of this act, to sell or 
offer for sale any spirituous or vinous liquors without a state and a city 
license for such privilege. 


Section 3. Nothing herein shall relieve any licensee from comply- 
ing with all the laws of the State of Alabama and the rules and regu- 
lations of the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. The authority 
herein granted to the City of Dothan in Houston County shall be 
cumulative and shall not relieve or suspend any other power held by

Section 4. Until concurrence by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board and the State Health Department, no applicant shall be 
deemed eligible for a license under this act unless it is the holder of all 
required permits from the State Department of Public Health or division 
thereof. No establishment shall be eligible for a license under this act 
unless the same meets the minimum requirements of the Fire Prevention 
Codes of the State of Alabama and of the incorporated municipality in 
which it is located. 


Section 5. Alcoholic beverages may be sold, served or given away 
by a said licensee until 2:00 A. M. on Sunday morning and there shall be 
no restriction on the gift, sale, service or consumption of alcoholic 
beverages in public places or by persons not seated at tables. The 
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governing bodies of each incorporated municipality within Houston 
County shall have the authority to further restrict the hours of operation 
of any such retail liquor licensee located within their jurisdiction. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of each such retail liquor and malt

In addition to compensation as salary or wages, each employee provided 
for herein shall be entitled to all employee benefits provided for all 
other county employees provided, however, that the budget for the 
Sheriff's department shall be automatically increased by an amount 
sufficient to provide the same percentage salary increase for the em- 
ployees of the Sheriff's office as is provided for other county employees 
when a raise is provided for county employees. 


Section 2. The Sheriff of Jackson County, Alabama, is also au- 
thorized to purchase such automobiles and equipment for his depart- 
ment and the jail as may be necessary and advisable and may cause 
such repairs and maintenance to be made as are needed subject only 
to the budgetary restraints or limitations of his department; provided, 
however, that whenever a transaction requires competitive bids that 
the normal competitive bid procedures of the county be followed. The 
county governing body shall be required to process any purchases for 
which competitive bids are required as soon as is practical upon written 
request from the Sheriff. Upon failure of the county governing body 
to let bids within 30 days from the Sheriff’s written request, the Sheriff 
may proceed with the competitive bid process himself, 


Section 3. The Sheriff of Jackson County is also authorized to 
purchase, subject to the same provisions with regard to competitive 
bids as are provided in Section 2, such other equipment, supplies, fur- 
nishings, telephone service, gas and oil and any other items or services 
necessary for the proper maintenance of the sheriff’s department as 
he may deem necessary, subject to budgetary restraints or limitations 
provided herein. 
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Section 4. On or before July 1 of each calendar year, the Sheriff 
of Jackson County shall submit to the county governing body a recom- 
mended budget showing estimated expenditures for salaries; automobile 
purchases; telephone expenses; gas, oil and maintenance of vehicles, 
equipment and furnishings purchase; supplies; and other miscellaneous 
expenses and making a total budget request. On or before September 1 
of each year the county governing body shall, by resolution spread 
upon the minutes and written notice to the Sheriff, approve a total ap- 
propriation to the sheriff's department but shall not limit any line 
item expenditure requested. The appropriation shall not be less than 
the average amount expended from any county fund or source of 
revenue for all expenses of operating the sheriff's department in the 
three years next preceding the appropriation being made unless the 
total county revenue should decrease, then a pro—rata reduction of a 
like percentage may be made, provided however, that no expenditures 
for prisoners’ health or dental care, utilities, capital outlay on the 
courthouse, or repairs, renovation, replacement or maintenance on the 
jail or heating and air conditioning shall be included in the computation 
of past expenses nor shall they be charged against the budget herein 
provided for. The Sheriff is authorized to spend no more than 1/3 of 
the total budget within any one fiscal quarter of the year upon a 
voucher submitted by the Sheriff. Any surplus remaining in said 
budget at the end of each fiscal year shall be carried forward as an 
additional appropriation and shall not be considered as a part of the 
new fiscal year appropriation. The county governing body may make 
additional or supplemental appropriations to the sheriff's department 
if they deem it in the best interest of the county to do so. 


Section 5. The Sheriff is not authorized to incur debts or obliga- 
tions in any year in excess of the amount appropriated and may be 
held personally liable by any creditor or the county for any amount 
obligated in excess of said appropriation. 


Section 6. The Sheriff is authorized to use any amount of the 
total appropriation for any item in his budget request or to match any 
federal grant available, including LEPA funds. 


Section 7. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with the pro- 
visions hereof are repealed. 


Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
law and shall begin application for the fiscal year beginning October 1,

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1, The state forester is hereby authorized and required to 
create a steering committee to represent rural community fire depart- 
ments, 


Section 2. The steering committee shall make recommendations to 
the state forester regarding how to improve the rural community fire 
program and how to solve immediate problems including parts exchange, 
training and financial assistance through federal grants, 


Section 3. Said steering committee shall be composed of twelve 
members; one from each of the ten administrative districts of the Ala- 
bama Forestry Commission, one member from the Alabama Association 
of Fire Chiefs, and one member from the Alabama Firemen’s Associa- 
tion. The President of the Alabama Association of Fire Chiefs shall 
appoint one member of his association to serve on the committee and 
the President of the Alabama Firemen’s Association. shall appoint a 
member of his association to serve on the committee. The State Forester 
shall appoint the remaining committee members from each administra- 
tive district of the Alabama Forestry Commission, with each such mem- 
ber being a volunteer fireman. All members shall serve at the pleasure 
of their appointing authority. Vacancies on the cormmittee shall be 
nied Py the same appointing authority who appointed the vacating 
member. 


Section 4. The committee shall meet semi-annually, with the mem- 
bers of the committee setting the date. The State Forester shall have 
the authority to call special meetings. A majority of members shall 
constitute a quorum. 


Section 5. Members of the committee shall not be compensated for 
their services, but each shall be entitled to reimbursement for travel 
expenses in the same manner and amount that state employees are re- 
imbursed. Such expenses shall be paid out of Forestry Commission funds. 


Section 6. The State Forester is further authorized to establish a 
committee and call meetings of such committee to advise him on general 
Forestry matters in Alabama. It shall consist of not more than fifteen 
members. Section 5 of this Act shall apply in its entirety to this com- 
mittee. 


Section 7. There is also hereby established the Forestry Study 
Committee. Such committee shall be composed of fifteen members. 
The Speaker of the House and the President of the Senate each shall 
appoint three members from the respective houses; the State Forester 
shall be a member and serve as Secretary; and the Governor shall ap- 
point eight (8) members. The appointees shall represent forest land 
ownership, forest industries, educations, other forest-related interests 
and other citizens whose knowledge will be valuable to the committee’s 
work, 


(a) The committee shall hold an organizational meeting at the 
state capitol, within ten (10) days after the appointments are made, 
and elect a chairman from among its members. Thereafter, the com- 
mittee shall meet on the call of the chairman of a majority of its mem- 
bers and shall adopt its own rules of procedure for the conduct and 
transaction of business. 
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(b) The duty of the committee shall be to make a complete study 
and needs assessment of all facets of the Alabama Forestry program, 
including but not limited to: 


(1) problems related to forest fires, their occurrences, causes, 
acreage burned, damages, and whether legally or illegally set; (2) fire 
prevention and control in the state forests, the adequacy of prevention, 
detection, reporting, suppression and law enforcement measures; (3) 
resource management practices and industrial development related to 
the Forestry program; and (4) the effects and impact of both state and 
federal environmental legislation and regulations on Forestry practices 
and landowner prerogatives and options. 


(c) Non-legislative members shall be entitled to per diem and 
travel expenses, now provided by law, for each day of actual attendance 
at committee meetings; legislative members shall be entitled to their 
regular legislative compensation, per diem and travel expenses for each 
day of actual attendance at committee meetings, upon warrants drawn 
on the state comptroller upon requisitions signed by the committee’s 
chairman provided, however, that members shall not receive additional 
legislative compensation or per diem when the legislature is in session. 


(d) There is hereby appropriated the sum of ten thousand ($10,000) 
from the general fund of the state treasury for the purpose of implement- 
ing the provisions of this Act. Any unspent funds of this appropriation 
shall revert to the general fund of the state treasury on May 31, 1980. 


(e) The chairman and committee may employ such clerical, legal, 
technical and expert assistance as the committee may find necessary in 
performing its duties. 


(f) The committee shall publish a report of its findings and recom- 
mendations for distribution to the public. 


(g) At the conclusion of its study and evaluation, the committee 
shall report its findings and recommendations to the Governor, Lt. 
Governor, and Speaker of the House on the 15th day of January, 1979. 
Upon submission of the final report the committee shall be discharged 
and stand dissolved. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

periodic rises in the consumer price index; to provide that the fourth 
or any subsequent such adjustments in one and the same fiscal year 
period shall be conditional upon the availability of funds for such; to 
provide that such adjustments shall only be applicable to such teachers 
after their average salaries are at least equal to the national average for 
such teachers; and to appropriate funds for such increases and adjust- 
ments, 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Beginning with the first payday on or after October 1, 
1978, and payable in twenty-six equal installments beginning on the 
first payday on or after October 1, 1978, all state employees in the 
classified service of the state as defined in Code of Alabama 1975, Sec- 
tion 36-26-10, and including all employees of the several county health 
departments who are employed subject to the state merit system and 
whose compensation is paid out of a budget provided and agreed upon 
by the state, county or other contributing agency under the direction 
of the State Board of Health and all unclassified state employees in 
the service of the state including members of the Governor’s cabinet 
and other elected public officials, shall receive a cost of living increase 
in the amount of five percent (5%) per annum of their annual salaries.

Section 3. The Director of the State Personnel Department shall 
revise the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for state employees 
subject to the merit system law to reflect the increase herein provided 
and shall certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall issue war- 
rants in accordance therewith. The Director of the State Personnel De- 
partment shall also revise the rates of pay for hourly state employees 
not subject to the state merit system law and for the legislative per- 
sonnel, including but not limited to Legislative Reference Service per- 
sonnel, to reflect the increases herein provided and the comptroller 
shall draw his warrants in accordance therewith. 
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Section 4. In addition to the cost of living increases provided in 
Section 1 of this act for such employees, beginning October 1, 1978, 
their salaries, from time to time, shall be adjusted according to cer- 
tain rises in the consumer price index for the Southern United States, 
compiled by the United States Department of Labor; Bureau of Statis- 
tics, as hereinafter provided. The percentage rise in the consumer price 
index, adjusted to the nearest 1/10 of one percent, shall be the percentage 
by which such salaries are adjusted. 


Section 5. At the beginning of the first pay period after the execu- 
tive secretary of the Alabama Education Association has certified to 
the state comptroller that the average salary for a public school teacher 
in Alabama is at least the equal of the national average salary for 
public school teachers, the consumer price index adjustments provided 
for certain state employees in Section 4 of this act shall be applicable 
and effective as to the salaries of public school teachers in this state. 


Section 6. (a) Each month the state comptroller shall determine 
the percent change in the consumer price index. Effective at the be-

Section 8. Salary adjustments provided by this act shall in no 
manner affect or replace merit and annual raises for such employees

AN ACT 


To propose and provide for the submission of an amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama relating to Mobile County for the purpose of 
granting limited local self-government or certain home rule powers to 
said county. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Constitution 
when approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law, provided that if 
the vote of the majority of electors in Mobile County voting in the 
constitutional amendment election is unfavorable to the adoption of 
such amendment, said amendment shall not be adopted. 


“CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT” 


“In addition to the powers and authority possessed by the Mobile 
County Commission prior to the passage and adoption of this constitu- 
tional amendment, the County Commission shall also have the following 
powers: the authority to pass land use and zoning ordinances and regula- 
tions involving the unincorporated areas of the County, the power to adopt 
traffic control ordinances involving unincorporated areas of the County, 
the authority to establish and fund recreational facilities and activities 
in unincorporated areas of the County, except that the County cannot 
exercise the power of eminent domain to acquire real estate for such 
recreational facilities and activities, and the authority to set all salaries 
of County employees not set by the Mobile County Personnel Board, 
with the exception of elected officials. The provisions of this act shall 
be liberally construed in favor of Mobile County and its governing body. 
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This amendment shall be null and void unless, in the election in which 
this amendment is submitted to the electorate of the state for adoption, 
it receives, in favor of adoption, not only a majority of the votes cast 
statewide but also a majority of the votes cast in Mobile County.” 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed Amendment is to be held 
concurrent with the first general election to be held after the expiration 
of three months from final adjournment of the current session of the 
Legislature. The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions 
of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, and Chapter 17, Title 17, Code of Alabama 1975, together with 
any other statutes applicable thereto. Each reference herein to “the 
Constitution” shall be deemed to refer to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901, and all amendments thereto. 


Section 3. Notice of the election on the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor published in a newspaper in 
each county in the state once a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day herein appointed for the election, and in any county

Relating to Baldwin County; providing for the regulation of the 
construction of water wells within said county; providing for the 
licensing of water well drillers; providing for the promulgation and 
publication of rules and regulations to effectuate the provisions of this 
act; creating a board to be known as the Baldwin County Water Well 
Standards Board; providing for the qualification, appointment and re- 
moval of board members and the filling of vacancies and fixing their 
tenure of office; providing penalties for violation of this act; and 
repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall have the 
meaning as indicated: 


= (a) “Board” means the Baldwin County Water Well Standards 
oard. 


(b) “Director” means the sanitarian of Baldwin County. 


(c) “Drill” means to drill or redrill, bore, auger, dig or otherwise 
construct a water well. 


(d) “Driller” means any person who manages or supervises the 
drilling of a water well. 


(e) “Log” means a record of the type of material or rock penetrated. 
in the drilling of a water well. 


(f) “Person” means any individual, organization, group, association, 
partnership, corporation, or any combination of them operating a busi- 
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ness to drill water wells. “Person” shall not be construed to mean an 
individual drilling a well on his property for his personal or family use. 


(g) “Sample” means cuttings or other fragments of rock or soil 
materials removed from the well. 


(h) “Well” means a hole drilled for the production of water. 


Section 2. There is hereby created in Baldwin County a county 
board to be known as the Baldwin County Water Well Standards Board, 
consisting of five (5) members as follows: 


(a) One member shall be a resident of an area not served by a rural 
or a municipal water system. 


(b) The four remaining members must be residents of the county. 


Each member of the county governing body shall appoint one mem- 
ber to the board hereby created. Board appointees shall serve at the 
pleasure of the county governing body and shall serve terms of office 
coterminous with their respective appointing authorities. Any vacancy 
on the board which may occur from any cause shall be filled by appoint- 
ment for the unexpired term in the same manner as regular appoint- 
ments are made, and their tenure of office shall be maintained as herein 
provided. In addition to the appointed members herein provided, the 
county health officer and all licensed well drillers residing in the county 
shall serve in a purely advisory and non-voting capacity on the board 
as ex officio members thereto. 


The board shall annually select from among its members a chairman 
and a secretary, and such other officers as it deems necessary to carry 
out its business. The board shall meet at least annually, and such other 
times as are designated Ey call of the chairman. Three members shall 
constitute a quorum for all meetings, and official board business may be 
conducted by a majority vote of those members present at any meeting. 


No salary or compensation shall be allowed any member of the 
board for services thereon; however, this shall not be construed to affect 
in any way the regular compensation of the ex officio member who is 
the county health officer, his advisory services on the board being con- 
sidered a part of his regular and official county duties. Actual and 
necessary travel subsistence, and other expenses incurred by the ap- 
pointed members in the discharge of their official duties as members 
of the board and by direction or request of the board, shall be paid from 
any county funds which are or may become available to the board for 
the purposes of this act. Provided, however, the ex officio members who 
are licensed well drillers and non-voting shall not be entitled to reim- 
bursement for any expenses or receive any cOmpensation for their 
services as board members. 


The board is authorized and directed to make, promulgate and 
publish such rules and regulations as it deems reasonable and necessary 
to effectuate and carry out the purpose and provisions of this act, and 
that a true copy of such rules and regulations shall be on file with the 
ppd governing body, and copies thereof be made available for public 

istribution. 


Section 3. It is the intent of the legislature that this act applies 
solely to wells drilled for the production of water and has no application 
to wells or holes drilled, augered, cored, or dug for quarry blast holes 
or mineral prospecting, or any purpose other than water production. The 
provisions of this act shall not be construed to prevent any individual 
from drilling a well on his property for his personal or family use. 
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Section 4. Every person who intends to drill water wells within 
the county shall annually obtain from the board a water well driller’s 
license and in order to obtain said license, shall file with the board, (in 
accordance with rules and regulations as established by the board,) 
an application form to be made available by the board. Any person upon 
filing said application and receiving approval of the board, shall pay an 
annual fee of one hundred dollars ($100) to the board, and the payment 
of said fee shall entitle said person to the full and complete privileges of 
drilling water wells within the county, as provided in this act and_ the 
board shall issue a license for a period not to exceed one (1) year. Said 
annual fee paid to the board shall not exempt a person from other existing 
state or local privilege taxes. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful, and a violation of this act, to drill 
ripped a within the county unless the following provisions are com- 
plied with: 


(a) The driller of the water well shall be licensed as provided in 
Section 4 of this act. 


(b) The driller shall at all times during the drilling of a water well 
keep posted in a conspicuous location, at or near the well being drilled 
o a his person, the appropriate license certificate as furnished by the 

oard. 


(c) Before the commencement of the drilling operation the driller 
aoe an application of intent to drill a water well, as directed by the 
oard. 


(d) The driller of the well, within thirty (30) days after completion 
of the drilling of each water well, shall deliver to the board upon forms 
to be supplied by the board a “Report of Well Drilled.” 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any person to operate any 
equipment or machinery in the drilling or repair of a water well unless 
the overall operation is at all times under the supervision and manage- 
ment of a licensed water well driller as provided for in this Act. 


Section 7. (a) A license may be refused, or a license duly issued 
may be suspended or revoked, or the renewal thereof refused by the 
board if, after notice and hearing as hereafter provided, it finds that the 
applicant for, or holder of such license: 


(1) Is unable to present evidence of his qualifications suitable to 
the board, or 


(2) Has intentionally made a material misstatement in the applica- 
tion for such license, or 


(3) Has willfully violated any provision of this Act, or 


(4) Has obtained, or attempted to obtain, such license by fraud or 
misrepresentation, or 


(5) Has been guilty of fraudulent or dishonest practices, or 
(6) Has demonstrated lack of competence as a driller of water wells. 


(b) Before any license shall be refused or suspended or revoked 
or the renewal thereof refused, hereunder, the board shall give notice 
of its intention to do so by registered mail, to the applicant for, or holder 
of such license and shall set a date not less than twenty (20) days from 
the date of mailing such notice when the applicant or licensee may ap- 
pear to be heard and produce evidence. In the conduct of such hearing, 
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the board or an authorized representative specially designated by it for 
such purpose, shall have power to administer oaths, to require the ap- 
pearance of and examine any person under oath, to require the produc- 
tion of books, records, or papers relevant to the inquiry upon his own 
initiative or upon the request of the applicant or licensee. Upon termina- 
tion of such hearing the findings shall be reduced to writing and upon 
approval by the board, shall be filed in its office and notice of the find- 
ings and the resulting decision sent by registered mail to the applicant 
or licensee concerned, 


(c) No licensee whose license has been revoked hereunder shall be 
entitled to file another application for a license as a water well driller 
within one (1) year from the effective date of such revocation or, if 
judicial review of such revocation is sought, within one (1) year from the 
date of final court order or decree affirming such revocation. Such 
application, when filed, may be refused by the board unless the applicant 
shows good cause why revocation of his license shall not be deemed a 
bar to the issuance of a new license. 


Section 8. Any person aggrieved by any act or decision of the 
board may, within thirty (30) days appeal to the circuit court of Baldwin 
County and the matter shall be heard de novo. 


Section 9. All monies received from the execution of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be remitted to the treasurer of the county who 
shall hold such monies in a special fund to be know as the Baldwin 
County Well Driller’s Licensing Fund, to be used by the director to 
administer and enforce the provisions of this act, and to pay the ex- 
penses of the board as authorized in this act. Such fund shall be subject 
at all times to the warrant of the county treasurer, drawn upon written 
requisition of the director and attested by the secretary of the board, and 
expenditures therefrom shall be made only as herein authorized. 


Section 10. Each application for a well driller’s license shall be 
accompanied by a surety bond in which the applicant is the principal 
obligor and the director is the obligee and the penal sum for this bond 
shall be one thousand dollars ($1,000). This bond shall remain in force 
by appropriate renewal for so long as the applicant shall continue to 
hold a license as a water well driller in the county. Any and all funds 
derived from the payment of a claim against any bond shall be deposited 
with the county treasurer in the said Well Driller’s Licensing Fund. 


Section 11. Any person guilty of violating any of the provisions of 
this act or the rules and regulations adopted thereunder shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and may be punished by a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500) for 
each violation; and each day the violation continues shall be considered 
a separate violation. Any and all funds derived from such fines shall be 
deposited with the county treasurer in the said Well Driller’s Licensing 
Fund. 


Section 12. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 13. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed, and Act No. 1516, H. 1864, Regular Session 1971 (Acts 1971, 
(Acts 1971, p. 2630), only insofar as it conflicts with this act, is hereby 
specifically repealed. 


Section 14. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE

to provide for requirements for licenses; to provide for examinations; to 
provide for waiver of requirements for licenses; to provide for issuance 
of licenses; to provide for suspension and revocation of licenses; to pro- 
vide for renewal of licenses; to provide for fees; to provide for crimes 
and criminal penalties for violations of this act; to provide for other 
matters relative to the foregoing; to provide for severability; to provide 
for an effective date; and to repeal conflicting laws. 


Mr. Turnham, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Education, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 283. To require that each city and county board of education 
reimburse its employees for mileage when said employees are required 
to travel as a part of their job assignment. 


Mr. Mitchem, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 749. To provide further for the compensation of the members 
of the several county boards of equalization in this state by authorizing 
the several county governing bodies to provide certain county salary 
supplements for such members. It prohibits certain county governing 
bodies from such authorization.

(With Substitute): Relating to the manufacture and distri- 
bution of commercial feeds; requiring licensing of manufacturers of 
commercial feeds; requiring the labeling of such feeds; prohibiting the 
adulteration or misbranding of any commercial feeds; providing for the 
inspection of such feeds; authorizing the commissioner of agriculture 
and industries to promulgate certain rules and regulations for enforce- 
ment of the act; providing penalties for violations; and repealing Chap- 
ter 21, Title 2, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Mr. Cross, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce and 
Transportation, reported that said Committee in session had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favor- 
able senork and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


S. 284. To provide protection to certain corporate citizens or resi- 
dents of Alabama, their shareholders and employees and the public 
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against takeover offers which do not provide full and fair disclosure of 
all material information, which do not provide adequate time for con- 
sideration or which are based upon unfair or inequitable terms; to 
prescribe regulations to insure such protection; to provide for enforce- 
ment of such regulations; to prescribe penalty for violation of such 
regulations and to provide for review of certain takeovers by the 
Alabama Supreme Court. 


Mr. Smith (B), Chairman of the Standing Committee on Highway 
Safety, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 54. To amend Section 32-5-64 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
which prohibits persons under sixteen years of age from operating 
motor vehicles, so as to provide that such persons may operate, without 
a license or learner’s permit, a vthicle of an approved school driver’s- 
education program, when such person are accompanied by a qualified 
instructor, and during school hours. 


S. 171. To amend § 32-6-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, by re- 
quiring the director of public safety to mail a notice of expiration and 
application for renewal to each driver’s licensee. 


S. 64. To define motorized bicycles, to prescribe the licensing pro- 
cedure and allocation of license fees, to apply certain rules of the road 
and safety requirements and to require no insurance for the operation 
of such motorized bicycles. 


S. 65. To amend Sections 32-1-1, 32-5-64, and 32-12-20, Code of 
Alabama 1975 so as to define a motorized bicycle and to provide that 
a ore bicycle be treated as a separate and unique form of motor 
vehicle.

S. 768. Relating to Escambia County; to provide for the compensa- 
tion of the sheriff and all deputies sheriff other than the chief deputy 
sheriff in such county.

S. 770. Relating to Escambia County; to allow students of cosme- 
tology or barbering in such county who have completed 250 hours of 
study in a registered school of cosmetology or barbering to work in a 
duly registered beauty shop or barber shop during non-school hours. 


Relating to Escambia County; to provide that the county 
commission of Escambia County may allocate and distribute among the 
several presently incorporated municipalities of Escambia County on a

S. 772. Relating to Escambia County; to amend further Act No. 
411, H. 742, 1963 Regular Session (Acts 1963, p. 912), as amended, which 
act creates a county governing body for Escambia County, so as to 
authorize the governing body to establish a personnel board for the 
county and to prescribe the powers, duties and compensation of any 
such board; and to repeal Act 497, H. 1149 of the 1977 Legislature of 
Alabama (1977 Acts, p. 648) entitled, “An Act To provide for the 
establishment of a merit system for certain counties and municipal law 
enforcement officers in Escambia County, Alabama, and a merit system 
board governing the removal and official conduct of such officers; de- 
fining violations of the act; imposing penalties for violations; and 
repealing conflicting laws.”

Mr. McNair, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legisla- 
tion No. 2, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered sarme returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 687. (With Substitute): Proposing an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of 1901, as amended, so as to create the office of Assistant 
Judge of Probate of Jefferson County; prescribing the qualifications, 
duties and benefits for such office.

wharves, docks, warehouses, and other port and related facilities, in- 
cluding roads, railroads, pipelines, conveyors, and facilities suitable 
for use as manufacturing plants, industrial plants, and leasing or letting 
such buildings, structures, or facilities; to provide for the appointment 
and compensation of directors of any such authority; to provide for the 
powers, authorities and duties of any such authority and its board of 
directors; specifically to authorize any such authority to acquire, con- 
struct, operate, improve and finance wharves, docks, warehouses, and 
other port and related facilities, and specifically to apply to the United 
States Foreign Trade Zones Board for permission to establish, operate 
and maintain a foreign trade zone and, if such permission is granted, 
then to establish, operate and maintain such a foreign trade zone; to 
confer on such authority the power of eminent domain; to provide for 
the issuance by any such authority for any of its corporate purposes of 
interest-bearing revenue bonds and other interest-bearing revenue

employees of such authority shall be subject to and covered by any 
merit or civil service system applicable to the employees of the county 
and municipality by which the incorporation of the authority was 
authorized if there is such system applicable to the employees of both 
the city and county, and, if there is no such system, then to either the 
county or municipal system, which the authority selects; and to pro- 
vide for the dissolution of any such authority and the disposition of its

S. 740. To amend Sections 3, 12, 14 and 15, and add Section 28, of 
Act No, 243 H. 278, first Special Session 1964, as amended, which estab- 
lishes the pension and relief system for policemen and firemen of the 
City of Mobile, by changing the amounts of contributions of the mem- 
bers and of the City, and by providing that the City may fix, in its dis- 
cretion, such part of the assessment of costs of court in connection with

To create the Alabama Travel Commission; to provide for 
its membership, powers, duties, personnel and compensation; to transfer 
to the Alabama Travel Commission all the rights, powers, duties, au- 
thority, funds, property, books, records and effects of the State Bureau 
of Publicity and Information created by Chapter 7 of Title 41 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1975, and/or the office of the Director of Publicity 
established under the authority of said Chapter; establishing an Ala- 
bama Travel Commission Fund; authorizing the establishment of a Com-

1, 1978, and so as to provide that no bond issued under Article 7 of 
Chapter 1 of Title 23 of the said Code may mature later than twenty 
years from its date, (ii) supplementing the said Article 7 by the appro-

To amend Article 1, Chapter 17 of Title 40 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975 (relating to the excise tax on motor fuel as defined in the 
said Article 1), so as to make further provision for the disposition of 
the proceeds of the tax levied thereby. 


S. 456. To amend Section 40-12-270 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
so as to make further provisions as to the use of that portion distributed 
to the state of the proceeds of the motor vehicle license taxes and regis- 
tration fees imposed by Division 1, Article 5 of Chapter 12, Title 40, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended.

S. 789. Relating to Montgomery County; to provide additional 
compensation for the members of the Board of Registrars, 


S. 790. Relating to Montgomery County, Alabama; to provide that 
in addition to all presently existing pistol permit fees charged in said 
County, there is hereby levied an additional pistol permit fee in the 
amount of $5.00; to provide that $3.00 of said additional fee be paid into 
the County treasury for the establishment and maintenance of a fund 
which is hereby designated and entitled as the “Sheriff's Fund”; to pro- 
vide for the use of said Sheriff’s Fund; to provide that $1.00 of the addi-

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Mr. Edwards, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legis- 
jation No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 578. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
which, if approved by the qualified electors of Morgan County, will 
amend Amendment Number 330 to said Constitution, as proposed by 
Act No. 493, S. 584, 1973 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature 
(Acts of 1973, p. 724) submitted to a vote of the people on December 18, 
1973, and proclaimed ratified December 27, 1973, which provides for the 
consolidation of public offices in Morgan County, so as to require that any 
legislative act therefor must be submitted to and approved by the 
majority of the participating qualified electors in Morgan County for its 
validity and effectiveness.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the 
named funds for the 1978-79 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, as 
the amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, 
and are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other 
sections of the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purposes of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are 
listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown 
by source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be appro- 
priated to the agency concerned; and that the following definitions shall 
be applicable: 
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(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all 
fund sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required 
to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting 
the needs of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or bene- 
ficiaries, 

(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the 
acquisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which 
have an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one 
year, and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment 
of interest and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for 
other functions of government, for the principal and interest on the 
public debt, and for the public school for the fiscal year ending Septem~ 
ber 30, 1979, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from 
such other funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the item 
for which the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount 
provided therefor, except as provided in the Budget Management Act 
of 1976, Act No. 494, 1976 Regular Session.

SENATE MESSAGE 


Mr. Merrill offered the motion that the House in the Senate amend- 
ment to the bill, H. 119, said Senate amendment being as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide, in addition to benefits now received, a cost-of-living in- 
crease in retirement benefits for persons retired or otherwise receiving 
benefits under the state employees’ or teachers’ retirement systems prior 
to October 1, 1977; to specifically exclude certain persons from the pro- 
visions hereof; to make the provisons hereof optional to each county or 
municipality having retired employees participating in either state re- 
tirement system; to make appropriations to carry out the provisions 
hereof; and to repeal conflicting lays. ; 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Except as hereinafter provided, each person having 
retired under the provision of statutes governing the Teachers’ Retire-~ 
ment System or the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama prior to 
October 1, 1977, shall be entitled to receive, in addition to present bene- 
fits, a supplemental benefit in an amount based upon his present bene- 
fits, according to the following schedule: 


Present Benefits Supplemental Benefit 
($ per month) ($ per month) 
Less than 200.00 60.00 

200.00 - 299.00 40.00 

300.00 - or over 30.00 


Section 2. (a) There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund to the Teachers’ Retirement System of 
Alabama the sum of $6,424,920 (estimated), or as much as is necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this act, as they relate to the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement System of Alabama, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1978 and for each fiscal year thereafter in which the Legislature of Ala- 
bama continues to authorize the benefits herein provided. 


(b) (1) To the extent that the provisions of this Act apply to 
the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, there is hereby appro- 
priated from the funds from which salaries are paid the amounts 
sufficient to carry out the provisions of Section 1 of this Act for the 
fiscal year beginning October 1, 1978, and for each fiscal year thereafter 
in which the Legislature of Alabama continues to authorize the benefits 
herein provided. In the case of those departments supported wholly by 
transfers from other state funds, there is hereby appropriated from the 
supporting funds such additional amounts as may be necessary to pay the 
employer contribution of each department so supported in the same 
proportion as the other state funds contribute to the support and main- 
tenance of such departments, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1978, and for each fiscal year thereafter in whch the Legislature of Ala- 
bama continues to authorize the benefits herein provided. 


(2) The board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall determine annually the amount required to pay the cost 
of the increased allowances under Section 1 of this Act and shall notify 
the chief fiscal officer of each employer the per centum rates of earn- 
able compensation of the members required to be paid to the retirement 
system, Each employer of members of the Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem of Alabama shall pay on account of the increases provided in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act in the same manner and from the same source of funds 
as provided in Section 36-27-24 of the Code of Alabama 1975, it being the 
intent of the Legislature that the cost of providing the increases in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act shall be distributed from all funds in proportion to the 
salaries paid therefrom for active members. 


(c) Subsequent appropriations shall be reduced to only the amount 
oerar ed to fund the benefit increases herein provided in Section 1 of 
this Act. 


(d) No person whose retirement under the teachers’ or state em- 
ployees’ retirement system is based primarily upon service as an em- 
ployee of a county, municipality or other local employer shall be en- 
titled to the benefits provided in Section 1 of this Act, unless the county, 
municipality or other local employer by which he was employed elects 
to come under the provisions of said section. Any county, municipality 
or other local employer making such election must bear the cost of sup- 
plemental benefits paid to its former employees pursuant to this Act. 
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Section 3. The cost-of-livimg benefit provided retirees herein shall 
remain in effect only so long as the Alabama Legislature continues to 
authorize and fund such benefits. In no way shall this Act be interpreted 
as to constitute a continuing obligation of the funds of the Teachers’ or 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama. 


Section 4. (a) Any person whose eligibility to receive benefits 
under the Medicaid program would be Impaired by the supplemental 
benefits provided in Section 1 shall not be entitled to receive said 
supplemental benefits. 


(b) Any person retired under the Judicial Retirement System pro- 
vided for in Code of Alabama 1975, Chapter 12-18, shall not be deemed 
a retiree of the teachers’ or employees’ retirement systems for purposes 
of this Act, and shall not be entitled to receive the supplemental bene- 
fits herein provided, 


(c) Any person retired under the provisions of Code of Alabama 
1975, Section 36-27-7 and 9ct No. 807 of the 1977 Regular Session (now 
appearing as Code of Alabama 1975, Section 36-27-7.1) shall not be 
entitled to the supplemental benefits herein provided. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating and providing for 
the payment of retirement benefits to retired members of the Teachers’ 
and Employees’ Retirement Systems of Alabama; however, those laws or 
parts of laws which are in direct conflict or inconsisent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act shall become effective Octo- 
ber 1, 1978, following its passage by the Alabama Legislature and ap- 
proval by the Governor.

The Commission may employ 
an Executive Secretary who shall serve at the discretion of the Com- 
mission. The Commission may employ an Assistant to assist the Execu- 
tive Secretary in_ coordinating training and investigation pursuant to 
Section 36-32-5. The Assistant shall serve at the discretion of the Com- 
mission. The Commission shall set the salaries of the Executive Secre- 
tary and his Assistant subject to the State Personnel Board’s salary 
scale. The Executive Secretary may employ such clerical assistants as 
functions and duties may require, subject to the provisions of the State 
Merit System Act. 


“Members of this Commission shall receive $50 per diem for attend- 
ing meetings of the Commission plus travel expenses as provided for by 
state travel law, provided funds are available. 


“Section 36-32-4. The Commission shall meet in regular session 
quarterly at a time and place in the State of Alabama to be designated 
in its by-laws. Special meetings may be called by the Chairman, the 
Vice Chairman or any three members by giving notice of the time, place 
and purpose of such special meeting at least five days before it is to be 
held, to each member of the Commission. Such notice may be waived 
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by all members of the Commission, either before or after a special 
meeting. The Commission shall adopt an official seal and the Executive 
Secretary shall be custodian of the seal and shall have authority to affix 
the seal to agreements and obligations of the Commission. A quorum of 
the members shall be five. A quorum shall be a majority of the Com- 
mission members. 


“Section 36-32-7. (a) The minimum standards hereafter in this 
section provided shall apply to applicants and appointees as firefighting 
personnel who are not firefighters in the State on October 7, 1975, and 
to applicants and appointees who, though firefighters on October 7, 1975, 
cease to be such before making application for employment as a fire- 
fighter or being employed as a firefighter. No city or town shall em- 
ploy any such applicant who is not on the effective date of this Act a 
firefighter and who continues until the date of his application as a fire- 
fighter unless such person shall have first submitted to the appointing 
authority an application for such employment verified by affidavit of 
the applicant, and showing compliance with the following qualifications: 


“(1) Age. The applicant shall be not less than 18 nor more than 
35 years of age at the time of appointment; provided, however, that for 
the purpose of calculating his age under this chapter, the time spent by 
any applicant on active duty in the Armed Forces of the United States 
of America, not exceeding four years, shall be subtracted from the 
actual age of such applicant who has attained the age of 39 years. 


“(2) Education. The applicant shall be a graduate of a high school 
accredited with or approved by the State Department of Education or 
shall be the holder of a certificate of high school equivalency issued 
by General Educational Development. 


“(3) Training. Prior to appointment, the applicant shall have 
completed at least 240 hours of formal firefighting training in a recog- 
nized training school, approved by the Commission, provided, that an 
applicant may be previously appointed without having completed the 
training herein prescribed subject to the condition that he shall com- 
plete such training within 90 days after provisional appointment and 
ehoula Ne fail to complete such training, his appointment shall be null 
and void. 


“(3) Training. The applicant shall have completed within 12 
months after appointment 240 hours of formal firefighting training by 
a certified instructor in a recognized training school approved by the 
Commission; provided that appointees appointed after October 7, 1975, 
and before the date of approval of such training school by the Com- 
mission shall have 12 months after the date of approval of such train- 
ing school by the Commission to complete said training. Failure to 
complete such training within the prescribed period shall render the 
appointment null and void. 


“(4) Physical Qualifications. The applimant shall be not less than 
five feet two inches nor more than six feet ten inches in height, shall 
weigh not less than 150 pounds nor more than 300 pounds and shall be 
certified by a licensed physician designated as satisfactory by the ap- 
pointing authority as in good health and physically fit for the perform- 
ance of his duties as a firefighter. The Commission may for good cause 
shown permit variances from the physical qualifications prescribed in 
this subsection (4). 


“(5) Character. The applicant shall be a person of good moral 
character and reputation. His application shall show that he has never 
been convicted of a felony or a misdemeanor involving either force, 
violence or moral turpitude, and shall be accompanied by letters from 
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three qualified voters of the area in which the applicant proposes to 
serve as a firefighter attesting his good reputation. 


“(b) The foregoing requirements shall not apply to person who is 
presently employed as a firefighter in the State and who continues to 
be so employed when he makes application for or is employed as a fire- 
fighter in a different capacity or for a different employer.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Any official, judge, or employee required by this amendment to 
participate in the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, shall not 
be allowed to participate in or receive any benefits, allowances or com- 
pensation under any other retirement, supernumerary or pension plan or 
program wholly or partially funded from public funds; provided, how- 
ever, the Legislature may provide that such officials, judges, or em- 
ployees may participate in the Federal Social Security program.

“(b) Before entering upon the duties of his office, the commissioner 
of corrections shall execute to the state of Alabama a bond, to be ap- 
proved by the governor, in an amount to be fixed by the governor, but not 
less than $10,000.00, for the faithful performance of his duties. 
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“(c) The commissioner of corrections, with the approval of the 
board, shall have the authority to appoint deputy commissioners not to 
exceed two three, and to define their duties. Their salaries shall each be 
an annual amount fixed at $1,500.00 less than the salary of the commis- 
sioner of corrections, as specified by law.” 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
eee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the qualifications and selection of jurors; to provide 
for a master list, master jury box and trial court box; to provide for 
qualification forms and the questionnaires to be used thereon; and to 
repeal Sections 12-16-2, 12-16-4, 12-16-37, 12-16-39, 12-16-41, 12-16-42, 
and 12-16-43 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Declaration of Policy. It is the policy of this state that 
all persons selected for jury service be selected at random from a fair 
cross section of the population of the area served by the court and that 
all qualified citizens have the opportunity in accordance with this act 
to be considered for jury service in ths state and an obligation to serve 
as jurors when summoned for that purpose. 
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Section 2. Prohibition of Discrimination. A citizen shall not be 
excluded from jury service in this state on account of race, color, religion, 
sex, national origin, or economic status. 


Section 3. Master List. (a) The jury commission for each county 
shall compile and maintain an alphabetical master list of all persons in the 
county who may be called for jury duty, with their addresses and any 
other necessary identifying information. The list may include all regis- 
tered voters, utility customers, persons listing property for ad valorem 
taxation, persons holding driver’s licenses and registering motor vehicles, 
and, other lists which will include persons whose listing will foster the 
policy and protect the rights provided in Section 1 and 2 hereof. The list 
shall avoid duplication of names, The list shall be reviewed and cor- 
rected and new names added from time to time but at least every four 
years, 


(b) Whoever has custody, possession or control of any lists used 
in compiling the master list shall make the list available to the jury 
commission for inspection, reproduction, and copying at all reasonable 
times, 


(c) The master list shall be open to the public for inspection at all 
reasonable times. 


Section 4. Master Jury Box. (a) The name of every person on 
the master list shall be set forth on a card listing the name or identifying 
number as a prospective juror, and the cards shall be placed in the master 
jury box as provided in this section. 


(b) The number of prospective jurors to be placed in the master 
jury box shall be 1,000 plus one percent of the total number of names on 
the master list. From time to time additional prospective jurors may be 
placed in the master jury box as determined by the jury commission or 
ordered by the circuit court. In July of each even numbered year, the 
master jury box shall be emptied and refilled as herein prescribed. 


(c) The names or identifying numbers of prospective jurors to be 
placed in the master jury box shall be selected by the jury commission 
at random from the master list as follows: 


The total number of names on the master list shall be divided by the 
number of names to be placed in the master jury box and the whole 
number next greater than the quotient shall be the “key number,” except 
that the key number shall never be less than two. A “starting number” 
for making the selection shall then be determined by a random method 
from the numbers one to the key number, both inclusive. The required 
number of the names shall then be selected from the master list by taking 
in order the first name on the master list corresponding to the starting 
number and then successively the names appearing on the master list at 
intervals equal to the key number, recommencing if necessary at the 
start of the list until the required number of names has been selected. 
Upon recommencing at the start of the list, or if additional names are 
subsequently to be selected for the master jury box, names previously 
selected from the master list shall be disregarded in selecting additional 
names, 


Section 5. Drawings from master jury box and completion of juror 
qualification forms. (a) From time to time and in a manner prescribed 
by the circuit court, the jury commission shall publicly draw at random 
from the master jury box the names or identifying numbers of as many 
prospective jurors as the court orders. Neither the names drawn nor any 
list thereof shall be disclosed to any person other than pursuant to this 
act or specific order of the court. The jury commission shall mail to 
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every prospective juror whose name is drawn from the master jury box 
a juror qualification form accompanied by instructions to fill out and 
return the form to the jury commission within 10 days after its recept. 


(b) The juror qualification form shall be prepared by the Supreme 
Court of Alabama and shall elict the name, age and address of the pros- 
pective juror, and whether or not the prospective juror: 


(1) Isa citizen of the United States; 
(2) has been a resident of the county for twelve months; 


(3) is able to read, speak, understand and follow instructions given 
by a judge in the English language; 


(4) has lost the right to vote by conviction for any offense in- 
volving moral turpitude. 


Multiple forms shall be prepared, and new forms shall be added at least 
every two years. The particular form mailed to the prospective juror 
shall be drawn at random in order that the answers on the forms will 
test the ability of the juror to follow judicial instructions and not mere 
rote memory. 


(c). The juror qualification form shall contain the prospective 
juror’s declaration that the responses are true to the best of the knowl- 
edge of the juror. If the prospective juror is unable to fill out the form, 
another person may do so for the juror, and shall indicate on the form 
who filled it out and the reason therefor. 


(d) If there is an omission, ambiguity or error in a returned form, 
the commission shall again send a form to the prospective juror with 
instructions to make the necessary additions, clarification or correction 
and return the form within 10 days of its receipt. 


(e) In the event any prospective juror fails to return a completed 
juror qualification form as instructed by the commission, the commission 
shall notify the prospective juror to appear forthwith before the com- 
mission to fill out properly the juror qualification form. At the time of 
the appearance of the juror before the commission, the juror may be 
required to fill out another form, and may be questioned with regard to 
the responses to the questions contained on the form and the grounds 
for excuses or disqualification. Any information thus acquired shall be 
noted on the form. 


(f) In the event any prospective juror fails to return a completed 
juror qualification form as instructed by the commission, or fails to ap- 
pear before the commission, the name of such prospective juror may be 
certified to the court to appear and show cause for such failure. If the 
prospective juror fails to appear pursuant to the court’s order, or fails to 
show good cause for failure to follow instructons of the commission, such 
prospective juror shall be guilty of criminal contempt of court, and upon 
conviction shall be punished accordingly. 


(g) Any person who willfully misrepresents a material fact on a 
juror qualification form for the purpose of securing or avoiding service 
as a juror shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction therefor, 
shall be punished accordingly. : 


Section 6. Qualification for Jurors. (a) A prospective juror is 
qualified to serve on a jury if the juror is generally reputed to be honest 
and intelligent and is esteemed in the community for integrity, good 
character and sound judgment and also: :

(1) Is a citizen of the United States and a resident of the county 
for more than 12 months, over the age of 19 years; 


(2) _ Is able to read, speak, understand, and follow instructions given 
by a judge in the English language; 


(3) Is capable by reason of physical and mental ability to render 
satisfactory jury service, and is not afflicted with any permanent disease 
o physical weakness whereby the juror is unfit to discharge the duties 
of a juror; 


(4) Has not lost the right to vote by conviction for any offense in- 
volving moral turpitude. 


(b) The jury commission shall determine on the basis of informa- 
tion provided on the jury qualification form, or interviews with the pros- 
pective juror or other competent evidence: 


(1) _ Ifthe prospective juror is qualified. If so, the name or identify- 
ing number of the juror shall be placed in the trial court jury box. 


(2) If not, the commission shall notify the prospective juror of its 
decision and certify the juror’s name to the court as disqualified. The 
juror shall have 10 days within which to appear before the court to review 
such decision. If the court finds such juror to be qualified, the court 
shall so certify to the commission. If the juror fails to appear, or the 
court finds such juror not qualified, the court shall so certify to the com- 
mission. 


(c) In any event, the jury commission shall enter on the master 
list the ultimate determination of the qualification of each juror. 


Section 7. Trial Court Jury Box. The jury commission shall main- 
tain a trial court jury box and shall place therein the name or identifying 
numbers of all prospective jurors drawn from the master jury box who 
are not disqualified. 


Section 8. Exemptions. No qualified prospective juror is exempt 
from jury service. 


Section 9. Excuses for jury service. (a) The court, upon request 
of a prospective juror or on its own initiative, shall determine on the basis 
of information provided on the juror qualification form or interview with 
the prospective juror or other competent evidence whether the prospec- 
tive juror should be excused from jury service. The jury commission 
shall enter this determination on the juror qualification form and the 
master list. 


(b) A person who is not disqualified for jury service (Section 8) 
may be excused from jury service by the court only upon a showing of 
undue hardship, extreme inconvenience, or public necessity, for a period 
the court deems necessary, at the conclusion of which the person shall 
reappear for jury service in accordance with the court’s direction.

Section 1. This act shall apply to the Office of Probate Judge of 
Jefferson County. There is hereby created the office of Assistant Judge of 
Probate in Jefferson County. Such judge shall be learned in the law, 
over the age of twenty-five years and a resident of Jefferson County for 
one year or more next preceding the date of taking office. He shall be 
appointed by the Judge of Probate from a list of three eligible persons 
selected and submitted to him as follows: If there is in such county a 
Judicial Commission pursuant to law or any amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama to select eligibles for appointment to vacancies in the 
office of Circuit Judge in Jefferson County, the Judicial Commission shall 
accept applications and submit the names of the three best qualified per- 
sons to the Judge of Probate, in the same manner as the Judicial Com- 
mission would select eligibles for appointment to a Circuit Judge vacancy.

AN ACT 


To provide for the sale of domestically raised rabbits, the slaughter- 
ing, dressing, processing, inspection, packaging and labeling for the sale 
of rabbit meat for human consumption; to authorize inspection services 
for the killing, butchering, processing, packaging and labeling of 
domesticated rabbits, rabbit meat and rabbit meat food products on a 
voluntary basis; to authorize the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industries to enter into agreements for inspection of domestically raised 
rabbits for the sale of rabbit meat and rabbit meat food products for 
human consumption; to authorize the levying of an inspection fee or 
charge to defray the cost and expenses of insepction for wholesome- 
ness of rabbit meat and rabbit meat food products; to provide for the 
adoption of rules and regulations to effectuate the intent and purpose 
of this Act; and to authorize the expenditure of funds that may here- 
after be available to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any rule, regulation, or promulgation of the health de- 
partment or the department of conservation and natural resources to 
the contrary notwithstanding, any domestically raised rabbit may be 
slaughtered, butchered, processed, packaged, labeled and inspected for 
sale as human food at any slaughterhouse, abatoir, meat packing plant, 
processing plant or like facility in this State approved by the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Industries pursuant to the requirements of 
this Act as hereinafter authorized. 


Section 2, The State Board of Agriculture and Industries is here- 
by authorized to promulgate and adopt rules and regulations providing 
for inspection for wholesomeness of domestically raised rabbits, rabbit 
meat and rabbit meat food products at any adequately equipped meat, 
or meat food products slaughtering or processing plant or establishment 
where domesticated rabbits are killed, dressed or processed for human 
food to the end that domesticated rabbit meat and rabbit meat food 
products may be sold commercially for human food and that consumers 
thereof will be supplied with a wholesome and healthful product. Such 
rules and regulations shall provide for the inspection of rabbit carcasses,

and parts thereof, as well as any rabbit food products offered for sale 
and distribution in this State and for the seizure, condemnation and 
destruction of rabbits, rabbit carcasses and parts thereof not in com- 
pliance with rules and regulations adopted under authority of this Act. 
Rules and regulations as herein authorized shall also be promulgated 
and adopted to govern the preparation, packaging, labeling and trans- 
portation of rabbit meat and rabbit meat food products as well as the 
cleanliness and sanitation of the premises on which rabbits and rabbit 
meat food products are slaughtered, processed, packaged, labeled or 
sold or offered for sale for human consumption together with provisions 
for withdrawal of inspection services for violations of any rules and 
regulations adopted hereunder. Any such rules and regulations as may 
be adopted hereunder shall comply with or be at least equal to require- 
ments of any regulations now proposed or as may hereafter be imposed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture of the United States relating to the 
slaughtering, processing and sale of rabbit meat and rabbit meat food 
products. 


Section 3. The Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries with 
approval of the State Board of Agriculture and Industries is authorized 
and empowered to enter into agreements of contract with any person, 
firm, corporation or association on terms mutually agreeable with the 
parties thereto whereby the Department of Agriculture and Industries 
shall provide qualified personnel to perform rabbit meat and rabbit 
meat food products inspection in accordance with such rules and regula- 
tions as may be adopted under authority of this Act. The Commissioner 
of Agriculture and Industries under authority of contracts for inspection 
work as herein authorized is empowered to charge and collect fees for 
inspection services to be performed which fees shall be in the nature of 
a contribution to defray the cost of such services. All amounts collected 
as inspection fees shall be deposited into the State Treasury to the 
credit of the Agricultural Fund and be specifically designated or ear- 
marked therein for expenditure by the Department of Agriculture and 
Industries to defray cost and expenses necessary to furnish such in- 
spection services. The amount of fees or compensation to be paid to 
the Department of Agriculture and Industries under the provisions of 
any contract authorized hereunder shall be fixed and approved by the 
State Board of Agriculture and Industries at an amount whereby no 
cost or additional expense will be borne by said Department in render- 
ing the inspection services to be performed, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided. The amount of inspection fees or compensation shall not be 
fixed at a sum which will produce any profit or additional revenue to 
the Department of Agriculture and Industries over and above the actual 
cost necessary to furnish such inspection service. In the event the Legis- 
lature appropriates funds to defray the cost and expenses of providing 
inspection services_as authorized under this Act, then any contract as 
authorized hereunder with respect to the payment of inspection fees 
shall not be necessary; provided, however, that if any such amount as 
may be appropriated shall be insufficient to furnish the required in- 
spection services such contracts may then provide that the difference or 
an additional amount as may be necessary to perform the required in- 
spection services shall be paid by the slaughtering and processing estab- 
lishment received the inspection services. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act authorizing the inspection of 
rabbit meat and rabbit meat food products shall not be construed to 
make such inspection mandatory. Inspection services shall be on a 
voluntary basis upon request of a person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion desiring such inspection. In the event the Congress of the United 
States at any time in the future requires compulsory inspection of rabbit 
meat and rabbit meat food products, then the provisions and require- 
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ments of this Act for inspection: of rabbit meat and rabbit meat food 
products shall become mandatory and otherwise in compliance with 
such Congressional Act. This Act shall not affect, restrict, limit or modify 
the power and duty of the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries 
to provide and require mandatory inspection for slaughter of cattle, 
sheep, swine, goats, equine and poultry for meat and meat food products 
for distribution in this State as authorized and required by Chapter 17 
of Title 2, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 5. The Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries is 
hereby authorized to expend any funds that may hereafter be appro- 
priated or otherwise available to such officer in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this Act, including financial aid and other assistance as may 
be made available by the Congress of the United States. The Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Industries shall also be authorized to enter 
into cooperative agreements with the Secretary of Agriculture of the 
United States in developing a state program for rabbit meat and rabbit 
meat food products inspection in the event the Congress of the United 
States shall in the future authorize or require inspection of rabbit meat 
and rabbit meat food products. Unless funds are made available as here- 
in provided, the slaughtering or processing establishment receiving the 
inspection services shall pay the cost and expense thereof pursuant to 
contracts as authorized under Section 3 of this Act. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 7, This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.
